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Report: Los Gatos priest abused girl 


Incidents 18 years ago 
emerge from sex-abuse 
probe in Pennsylvania

LOS GATOS » Tucked away in Penn¬ 
sylvania’s explosive August grand 
jury report on widespread sex 
abuse by Catholic priests is the pre¬ 


viously untold story of Rev. Bene¬ 
dict Van der Putten, who as part 
of a traditionalist priest society in 
Los Gatos 18 years ago was said to 
have molested one teen girl and 
tried with another. Then he was 
whisked away to Europe. 

The first Los Gatos abuse alleg¬ 
edly occurred around 2000 at the 
St. Aloysius Retreat in the wooded 
hills near the Lexington Reservoir, 
where priests from the Society of 
St. Pius X practice a conservative, 
pre-Vatican II brand of Catholicism 


with the Latin Mass. The society is 
not recognized by the Roman Cath¬ 
olic church and St. Aloysius is not 
overseen by the San Jose diocese. 

Local authorities, acting on a tip 
from Placer County the following 
year, say they investigated the al¬ 
legations but were unable to make 
a criminal case. There are no in¬ 
dications that St. Aloysius ever di¬ 
rectly contacted police about Van 
der Putten. 

Following the Los Gatos inci¬ 
dents, the society quickly sent 


Van der Putten to its European 
headquarters in Switzerland, 
and reported him to the Vatican, 
which later relayed the alleged 
misconduct to a Pennsylvania di¬ 
ocese where he was seeking rein¬ 
statement the following year. That 
was derailed after he allegedly con¬ 
fessed to molesting another teen in 
2001. While he was in Europe, the 
society expelled him.

RECYCLED RUBBER 
MEETS THE ROAD 

Repaving: Drivers hail quieter, smoother trips on new surfaces

Recycled rubber is being mixed into highway 
surfacing work at its highest rate ever, paving the 
way for quieter, smoother and safer rides and di¬ 
verting 4.6 million worn-out tires from California 
landfills a year. 

Interstates 80,205, 680 and 880, El Camino Real 
and Highway 4 now are getting rubberized asphalt, 
two years after the formula was used on 1-280 to 
the delight of drivers. 

“I hope and pray that they will get rid of the 
noisy, terrible pavement that was put on Interstate 
80 years ago and put a topping that will be quieter 
than what it is now,” said Gary Byer of Richmond. 
“The noise level from that rough pavement is dis¬ 
turbing thousands of people throughout the Bay 
Area as well as wearing out car tires prematurely 
and should be gotten rid of ASAR” 

It soon should be quieter. The repaving now un¬ 
der way of 10 miles of 1-80 from Highway 4 in Her¬ 
cules to the Albany exit in Alameda County is us¬ 
ing rubberized asphalt. Unlike concrete, with its

surface, providing a quieter drive. Grooves carved in 
concrete surfaces make tires vibrate and make noise. 

■ Asphalt is easier on tires and about 4.6million worn 
out tires end up in California landfills every year. 

■ Rubberized asphalt is darker than concrete and en¬ 
ables drivers to more easily spot lane lines. 

■ Advances have brought the cost of asphalt down, so 
concrete is not necessarily chosen for the lower price.

‘Crazy Rich Asians’ 
banking another 
crazy rich weekend

LOS ANGELES » “Crazy Rich 
Asians” isn’t slowing down 
at the box office even in its 
third weekend in theaters, 
and is helping to send a 
strong summer moviego¬ 
ing season off on a high 
note. 

Studios on Sunday 
saidy the romantic com¬ 
edy has topped the do¬ 
mestic charts again. To 
date, the film has grossed 
nearly $111 million from 
North American the¬ 
aters, passing the lifetime 
domestic total of 2015’s 
“Trainwreck,” one of the 
last big studio rom-com 
success stories. 

Should the pace hold 
through today, “Crazy 
Rich Asians” could also 
have one of the biggest 
Labor Day weekends ever 
by the time final numbers 
are reported on Tuesday. 
The current four-day La¬ 
bor Day record sits with 
2007’s “Halloween” which 
opened with $30.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

It easily won out over 
the holdovers and a few 
newcomers, like the Nazi 
war crime film “Opera¬ 
tion Finale” and the sci-fi 
thriller “Kin.”

A A fix is coming as new 
electrical trains can 
accelerate and decelerate 
more quickly than diesel- 
powered trains.

McCain buried at Naval Academy

ANNAPOLIS, MD. » Sen. John 
McCain’s final journey 
ended Sunday on a grassy 
hill at the U.S. Naval Acad¬ 
emy within view of the 
Severn River and earshot 
of midshipmen present and 
future, and alongside a life¬ 
long friend. 

A horse-drawn cais¬ 
son carrying the senator’s 
casket led a procession of 
mourners from the acade¬ 
my’s chapel to its cemetery 
following a private service. 
The senator’s widow, Cindy, 
and his children were 
among those who walked 
behind the caisson. Join¬ 
ing them were family and 
friends as well as members 
of McCain’s class of 1958, 
military leaders and acad¬ 
emy midshipmen. 

About 4 p.m. a flyover of 
military aircraft honored 
the Navy pilot who was shot 


down over Vietnam and 
held more than five years 
as a prisoner of war. 

After the American flag 
was removed from the cas¬ 
ket, a grieving Cindy Mc¬ 
Cain pressed her check to 
its surface and McCain’s 
sons Jimmy and Jack 
shared a hug. 

The burial was private as 
per the wishes of McCain, 
the Arizona Republican and 
2008 presidential nominee 
who died Aug. 25 from brain 
cancer at age 81. Vehicles 
that had carried mourners 
began leaving the area be¬ 
tween 4:30 and 5 p.m. 

One scheduled speaker 
at the service. Sen. Lind¬ 
sey Graham, said before 
the service that he would 
tell the audience that “no¬ 
body loved a soldier more 
than John McCain, that I 
bear witness to his com¬ 
mitment to have their back, 
travel where they go, never 
let them be forgotten.” 


Also expected to pay trib¬ 
ute were David Petraeus, a 
retired general and former 
CIA director, and McCain’s 
son Jack. 

As the hearse carrying 
McCain passed through a 
gate and into the academy, 
there was loud applause 
from the several hundred 
people lining the street 
outside on the hot and 
muggy summer day. Many 
held their hands over their 
hearts and waved American 
flags. Some shouted, “God 
bless you.” 

People in the crowd held 
signs that read “Senator 
John McCain Thanks For 
Serving! Godspeed” and 
“Rest In Peace Maverick.” 

For his final resting 
place, McCain picked the 
historic site overlooking 
the Severn River, not Ar¬ 
lington National Ceme¬ 
tery, where his father and 
grandfather, both admi¬ 
rals, were buried.

WASHINGTON » Heading 
into the midterm elections, 
the most volatile candidate 
this year isn’t on the ballot. 

But President Donald 
Trump still loves to take 
his freewheeling political 
stylings on the road on be¬ 
half of his fellow Republi¬ 
cans and he’s raring to go 
for the sprint to Nov. 6. 

His eagerness to cam¬ 
paign for candidates — and 
protect his political flank 
— has led Republican of¬ 
ficials and Trump’s politi¬ 
cal team to devise a strat¬ 
egy for managing the pres¬ 
ident’s time. It’s designed to 
keep him in places where he 
can be helpful. 

They’re also determined 
to try to manage his un¬ 
predictability so the party’s 
strongest asset in turning 
out core GOP voters doesn’t 
end up doing damage in¬ 
stead. 

There’s a constant effort 
to keep him on best behav¬ 
ior. 

This past week. Trump 
heeded pleas from advis¬ 
ers and Colorado Sen. Cory 
Gardner, head of the GOP 
Senate campaign commit¬ 
tee, to refrain from picking 
a favorite in the fractious Ar¬ 
izona primary, waiting until 
after the results were in to 
back the winner. Later, at a 
rally in Indiana for Senate 
candidate Mike Braun, the 


president largely stuck to his 
script, promoting his agenda 
and criticizing Sen. Joe Don¬ 
nelly, D-Ind. 

“Senate Republicans will 
not get to where they need 
to go without the president 
this fall. That means doing 
exactly what he’s been do¬ 
ing,” said Josh Holmes, a 
longtime adviser to Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell, R-Ky. “The great 
danger in a midterm is an 
enthusiasm gap and there is 
nobody who can close the 
enthusiasm gap quite like 
the president.” 

Aides believe Trump’s 
drawing power is critical to 
a strong turnout among the 
most loyal GOP voters, which 
is helpful in many statewide 
contests. But his presence 
could be counterproduc¬ 
tive in many House districts 
where incumbents are strug¬ 
gling to hold onto voters in 
the center. 

But this is a celebrity- 
turned-president who hardly 
is a selfless leader of his adop¬ 
tive party. He launched his 
own re-election campaign 
weeks after his swearing-in 
last year, rather than waiting 
until after the midterm elec¬ 
tions, as did his predecessors. 
With Democrats increasingly 
optimistic about retaking 
the House, Trump is moti¬ 
vated by self-protection. He’s 
keenly aware of the threats 
and investigations that could 
come his way if Democratic 
hold a majority in either the 
House or Senate.

LINCOLN, NEB. » For morc 
than a decade, a conserva¬ 
tive Catholic diocese in Ne¬ 
braska was the only church 
in the U.S. that refused to 
participate in annual re¬ 
views of sexual misconduct 
that were a key reform en¬ 
acted in the wake of the 
2002 Boston clergy abuse 
scandal. 

As a new wave of abuse 
scandals rock the Roman 
Catholic church, critics say 
the Diocese of Lincoln is 
now paying the price for its 
unwillingness to change 
and lack of transparency. 

Accusers have been com¬ 
ing forward in recent weeks 
with allegations of sexual 
abuse and misconduct by 
clergy in Nebraska, and the 
diocese is facing a potential 
criminal investigation and 
criticism that it mishandled 
abusive priests even as it 
should have been subjected 
to increased scrutiny after 
the Boston scandal. 

From 2002 to 2015, lead¬ 
ers of the Lincoln diocese 
refused to participate in 
annual audits designed to 
uncover sex abuse allega¬ 
tions and gauge how well 
church officials were com¬ 
plying with child-protec¬ 
tion policies. Church lead¬ 
ers called the audits a point¬ 
less endeavor that assumed 
wrongdoing by the diocese 
and its priests, but one of 
the bishops during that pe¬ 
riod knew of at least two al¬ 
legations against priests, ac-

CAIRO » Egypt said Sunday that archeologists have unearthed one of the oldest vil¬ 
lages ever found in the Nile Delta, with remains dating hack to before the pharaohs. 

The Antiquities Ministry said the Neolithic site was discovered in Tell el-Samara, 
about 87 miles north of Cairo. Chief archaeologist Frederic Gio said his team found 
silos containing animal bones and food, indicating human habitation as early as 
5,000 B.C. 

That would be some 2,500 years before the Giza pyramids were built. 

In recent years, Egypt has touted discoveries in the hopes of reviving tourism after 
the unrest that followed its 2011 popular uprising.

Departing US Commander 
calls for insnrgents to ‘stop 
killing your fellow Afghans'

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN » The 
outgoing U.S. military com¬ 
mander in Afghanistan, 
Gen. John W. Nicholson, is¬ 
sued an impassioned call to 
Taliban insurgents Sunday, 
asking them to “stop killing 
your fellow Afghans” and 
come to the peace table, 
but warning them, “make 
no mistake, until you are 
willing to start talking, we 
will keep fighting.” 

Nicholson, 61, spoke at a 
formal military ceremony 
that marked his depar¬ 
ture after 36 months lead¬ 
ing the advisory mission of 
up to 14,000 U.S. troops in 
a NATO coalition here, and 
the arrival of his replace¬ 
ment, Lt. Gen. Austin Scott 
Miller. The handover came 
at an uncertain time of 
both aggressive insurgent 
threats and nascent hopes 
for reconciliation after 17 
costly years of war. 

Miller, speaking after 
color guard troops passed 
him the green flag of the 
U.S. Resolute Support mis¬ 
sion, echoed Nicholson’s 


resolve. He noted that with 
41 nations in the coalition, 
“the world recognizes that 
Afghanistan can’t be a safe 
haven for terrorists. The 
world recognizes that we 
cannot fail.” He said the 
conflict is still “a tough 
fight,” but that “what we do 
here will be vital to both Af¬ 
ghanistan and the world.” 

Miller, 57, has spent 
much of his career over¬ 
seeing Special Operations 
forces, and his most recent 
position was as commander 
of the Joint Special Opera¬ 
tions Command. He was 
among the first U.S. sol¬ 
diers to enter Afghanistan 
after Sep. 11,2011, and since 
2013 he has commanded 
various Special Operations 
units, where U.S. and Af¬ 
ghan forces work together 
in counterterror teams 
fighting the Islamic State 
and other groups. 

The change of command 
is traditionally a time of re¬ 
flection and scrutiny for 
the U.S. military role here. 
Miller is arriving at a mo¬ 
ment of fresh questions in 
Washington about the role 
and duration of the U.S. 


military commitment here, 
confusion about the inten¬ 
tions of the Taliban, and 
growing doubts about the 
Afghan government’s lead¬ 
ership and internal cohe¬ 
siveness, in relation to both 
security policies and politi¬ 
cal dealings. 

The outdoor ceremony at 
the Resolute Support head¬ 
quarters came at an espe¬ 
cially difficult moment for 
President Ashraf Ghani, 
who worked closely with 
Nicholson but did not at¬ 
tend the event. Ghani’s of¬ 
fer of an extended cease-fire 
last month was rebuffed by 
the Taliban, which had just 
staged a deadly four-day as¬ 
sault on a large Afghan city. 
Just over a week ago, his 
national security adviser, 
Hanif Atmar, abruptly quit, 
citing policy differences 
but sparking rumors of a 
wider political split among 
Ghani’s aides. 

Nicholson, in his farewell 
remarks, noted that politi¬ 
cal as well as military chal¬ 
lenges face the country, es¬ 
pecially with two elections 
scheduled in the next eight 
months.

Hope, caution emerge as Kim shifts to North Korea’s economy

MOUNT CHILBO, NORTH KO¬ 
REA » Tanned and wear¬ 
ing a swimsuit. So Myong 
II walks to the barbecue pit 
and throws on some clams. 

He obviously loves the 
beach he’s on as well 
as the rugged, emerald 
Chilbo mountains that rise 
abruptly behind it. He loves 
them enough to forget, for 
a moment at least, that he 
is a senior official sent to 


deliver an ideology-soaked 
pitch singing their praises 
and instead lets the nat¬ 
ural beauty surrounding 
him speak for itself. 

Comrade So sees great 
things for North Korean 
attractions like this. 

Hotels, big and small. 
Tourists from all over the 
country, maybe the world. 
“As long as we have the 
leadership of our respected 
Marshal,” he says, referring 
to leader Kim Jong Un, 
“our future will be bright 


indeed.” 

So wouldn’t think of 
questioning the leader, but 
there is a hint of apprehen¬ 
sion in his voice. And he 
isn’t alone. 

North Korea is pushing 
ahead with a new strategy 
of economic development 
and the intensified diplo¬ 
macy with China, South 
Korea and the United 
States that such a move 
requires. But hopes for a 
better future are mixed 
with concern over poten¬ 


tial downsides of politi¬ 
cal or social volatility, and 
something that’s harder 
to articulate: a fear of the 
unknown — even if it ap¬ 
pears far more promising 
than the arduous path the 
country has been on for de¬ 
cades. 

Even before announc¬ 
ing in January that he had 
sufficiently perfected his 
nuclear arsenal and could 
start to focus on other 
things, Kim has held eco¬ 
nomic development to be 


his primary long-term con¬ 
cern. 

He has allowed mar¬ 
kets and entrepreneurial- 
ism to flourish and, since 
succeeding his father as 
leader seven years ago, 
has dramatically trans¬ 
formed the skyline of the 
capital, Pyongyang, with 
several high-rise districts. 
The transformation in the 
east coast city of Wonsan, 
where Kim has a summer 
villa, has been almost as 
spectacular. 


As Kim prepares for the 
70th anniversary of North 
Korea’s founding on Sept. 
9, his ambitious develop¬ 
ment plan is being imple¬ 
mented, from the small¬ 
time renovation of town 
halls to the almost bibli¬ 
cal-scale mobilization of 
“soldier-builders,” who are 
working around the clock 
to turn the remote north¬ 
ern city of Samjiyon into 
yet another showcase of 
Pyongyang-style social¬ 
ism.

its reasonable outcome,” her 
father, Rob Tibbetts, wrote 
in an opinion column in the 
Des Moines Register.

in the piece, which ran a 
day after a column by Don¬ 
ald Trump Jr. in the same 
publication. “ ... To know¬ 
ingly foment discord among 
races is a disgrace to our 
flag.” 

Mollie Tibbetts disap¬ 
peared in July after she 
left for a jog. The man ac¬ 
cused of killing her is in the 
country illegally and had 
worked on a dairy farm in 
Brooklyn, Iowa. He told de¬ 
tectives that he chased af¬ 
ter her but that he blacked 
out and doesn’t remember 
the assault. His only mem¬ 
ory was finding a piece of 
her earphones in his lap 
and her body in his trunk, 
police said in court docu¬ 
ments. 

He led authorities to a 
spot deep in the cornfield 
where he had hidden the 
20-year-old’s body. 

News of the dramatic 
and tragic discovery 
spread as President Don¬ 
ald Trump’s former cam¬ 


paign chairman and per¬ 
sonal attorney were con¬ 
victed of crimes in federal 
court. But in Tibbetts’ 
death, the president and 
some conservatives found 
ammunition to defend his 
statements on illegal im¬ 
migration — and, some 
say, a distraction from 
damaging news. 

“You saw what happened 
to that beautiful, incredible 
young woman. Should have 
never happened. Illegally 
in our country,” Trump 
said at a rally in West Vir¬ 
ginia that night. “The im¬ 
migration laws are such 
a disgrace. We’re getting 
them changed.” 

White House press sec¬ 
retary Sarah Huckabee 
Sanders highlighted Tib¬ 
betts’ death at the begin¬ 
ning of her press briefing 
on Aug. 21, before facing 
an avalanche of questions 
about the convictions of 
Trump personal attorney 
Michael Cohen and ex¬ 


campaign chairman Paul 
Manafort. 

“Sadly, the individual 
believed to be responsible 
for the murder is an ille¬ 
gal immigrant,” Sanders 
said, “making this an un¬ 
fortunate reminder of why 
we need to strengthen our 
broken immigration laws.” 

At a vigil at the church 
where Mollie Tibbetts was 
a parishioner, youth min¬ 
ister Angie Gritsch was 
asked what Mollie’s re¬ 
action would have been 
to Trump’s speech. 

“Oh my gosh,” Gritsch 
said. “She would be so 
mad.” 

On Friday, a day before 
Rob Tibbetts’ guest col¬ 
umn was published, Don¬ 
ald Trump Jr. used Mol¬ 
lie Tibbetts’ name to rail 
against Democrats in the 
Des Moines Register. 

“The reaction from some 
Democrats and others on 
the left to the murder of 
Mollie Tibbetts is as de¬ 


spicable as it is revealing,” 
he began. “The mask is off 
and the true radical face of 
the Democrats has been ex¬ 
posed. They are seemingly 
more concerned with pro¬ 
tecting their radical open- 
borders agenda than the 
lives of innocent Ameri¬ 
cans.” 

But Rob Tibbetts said 
his enduring memory of 
the nation’s response to 
his daughter’s disappear¬ 
ance and death is not one 
of division but of unity. The 
nation, he said, came to¬ 
gether, pooling its knowl¬ 
edge, time and resources to 
help find his daughter. 

“For most of the sum¬ 
mer, the search for Mol¬ 
lie brought this nation to¬ 
gether like no other pur¬ 
suit,” he said. “There was 
a common national will 
that did transcend opin¬ 
ion, race, gender and geog¬ 
raphy. Let’s not lose sight of 
that miracle. Let’s not lose 
sight of Mollie.”

grooves that make the 
sound of tires vibrate, rub¬ 
berized asphalt provides 
a quieter drive in part be¬ 
cause it adds elasticity to 
the pavement surface. 

“There should be a big 
difference once the repav¬ 
ing is completed,” said Bill 
Kimball, who for years 
oversaw Caltrans pav¬ 
ing projects in the East 
Bay. “The concrete will 
be replaced with rubber¬ 
ized, open graded asphalt, 
which is very durable and 
quiet.” 

Rubberized asphalt 
is visible as a dark layer 
compared to concrete, 
which is gray. It’s been in 
use for decades. But af¬ 
ter 2013, the state was re¬ 
quired to use rubber ma¬ 
terials in the mixing pro¬ 
cess of 35 percent of all 
asphalt projects to reduce 
noise and enable drivers 
to more easily spot lane 
lines. In 2013, the ratio 
was 22.9 percent. 

But in 2015, the most re¬ 
cent data available, the mix 
jumped to 41.3 percent on 
roadwork statewide. 

For decades, concrete 
was the preferred option. 
Though more expensive, it 
could last 40 years while as¬ 
phalt might crumble in half

that time. 

Advancements in technol¬ 
ogy, lower costs, the desire 
for less noise and all those 
tires being dumped have led 
to a reversal in strategy. In 
one of the first rubberized 
jobs in the Bay Area, 1-880 
from south of Oakland to 


Milpitas was repaved 20 
years ago and continues to 
rank as one of the Bay Area’s 
smoothest commutes. 

In another improve¬ 
ment, new lane striping 
has gone from four inches 
wide to six inches to im¬ 
prove visibility on many 


routes. Safety is expected 
to be boosted thanks to 
better long-term color con¬ 
trast for pavement mark¬ 
ings, because carbon black 
in the rubber acts as a pig¬ 
ment that keeps the pave¬ 
ment blacker longer. 

When Caltrans replaced 


broken concrete on 1-680 
over the Sunol Grade re¬ 
cently, rubberized asphalt 
was used on two lanes. 

But asphalt isn’t the 
cure-all everywhere. On 
1-80 east of Sacramento 
up to Lake Tahoe, durable 
concrete is essential be-

cause of winter storms and 
heavy truck traffic. And on 
Highway 85 in the South 
Bay, concrete was installed 
to cope with portions of the 
freeway that sunk into the 
ground and were prone to 
flooding. 

“This is a specialty mix 
that requires an attention 
to detail during placement,” 
said Russell Snyder, execu¬ 
tive director of the Califor¬ 
nia Asphalt Association. 

Many drivers are already 
on board. 

“I see that it has held up 
well,” said driver Sally Por¬ 
ter of work on 1-280 on the 
Peninsula with rubberized 
asphalt. “The absence of 
noise when you drive on this 
surface is quite amazing.”

lives. 

He learned on the fly af¬ 
ter a Bay Area bitcoin in¬ 
vestor reported a theft ear¬ 
lier this year. Now here he 
was watching Joel Ortiz ap¬ 
pear from behind the secu¬ 
rity line, decked out in Gu¬ 
cci clothing, flashing the 
lavish lifestyle — including 
posh mansion rentals — 
that he reportedly enjoyed 
thanks to the millions of 
dollars he is charged with 
pilfering from more than 
a dozen victims from the 
Bay Area to Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

“These are kids with 
millions in their pockets 
for five minutes of work,” 
Tarazi said. “In this case, 
the suspects weren’t cov¬ 
ering their tracks incredi¬ 
bly well.” 

Tarazi is a detective for 
the Santa Clara County- 
based Regional Enforce¬ 
ment Allied Computer 
Team — one of a small num¬ 
ber of similar task forces in 
the country. There are only 
five in California where lo¬ 
cal law enforcement offi¬ 
cers take on sophisticated 
tech crimes that histori¬ 
cally have been the domain 
of federal agencies like the 
FBI or U.S. Secret Service. 

“Right now when you’re a 
victim, in most cases when 
you go to local law enforce¬ 
ment, they’re not going to 
do much for you,” said Pro¬ 
fessor Lorrie Faith Cranor, 
director of the CyLab Us¬ 
able Privacy and Security 
Laboratory at Carnegie 
Mellon University. “Maybe 
if there’s a physical store 
where the SIM swapping 
is happening, but short of 
that, they don’t seem to get 
involved.” 

Deputy District Attorney 
Erin West said the REACT 
task force is one example of 
local police and prosecutors 
trying to turn that tide. 

“These crimes can hap¬ 
pen to anyone who has a 
cellphone. It’s invasive,” 
she said. “REACT is really 


on the forefront of having 
investigatory skills and per¬ 
sonnel to be able to handle 
a crime like this, that is so 
widespread but not prose¬ 
cuted nearly as much as it 
should be.” 

In SIM swapping, a 
hacker convinces a mobile 
phone carrier to transfer 
access of a targeted per¬ 
son’s phone number from 
the registered SIM card — 
the small portable chip that 
houses identification infor¬ 
mation connecting an ac¬ 
count to the cell network 
— to another SIM card the 
hacker provides. In some 
reported cases, a suspect 
had inside connections at 
the carrier and took over a 
phone that way. 

But numerous phone 
takeovers have occurred 
when a hacker imperson¬ 
ated the account holder, an¬ 
swering the carrier’s verifi¬ 
cation questions by comb¬ 
ing through a person’s 
social media and other 
readily available public in¬ 
formation. Phishing emails 
and chain-style posts on 
Facebook are common ways 
to elicit that information 
from people. 

Once an intruder trans¬ 
fers SIM access, the victim’s 
phone immediately deacti¬ 
vates. Some of the reported 
victims of Ortiz and his al¬ 
leged accomplice —19-year- 
old Tracy native Xzavyer 
Narvaez — noticed a lapse 
in service, but did not re¬ 
port it because they weren’t 
hacked, at least initially. 

Being able to send and re¬ 
ceive texts as a person be¬ 
comes a skeleton key, al¬ 
lowing an impersonator to 
circumvent digital security 
barriers to banking, social 
media and cryptocurrency 
accounts. 

A Santa Clara County res¬ 
ident contacted REACT ear¬ 
lier this year and recounted 
how in February his cell¬ 
phone carrier, AT&T, told 
him that someone walked 
into a store impersonating 
him and transferred his ac¬ 
count to another SIM, and 
reset some of his email 
passwords. The resident 
eventually regained control. 


but did not observe any no¬ 
ticeable loss. 

But the intruder tried 
again in March, and the res¬ 
ident discovered his email 
account had been accessed, 
then noticed his social me¬ 
dia and cryptocurrency ac¬ 
counts were compromised. 

And about $10,000 worth 
of bitcoin was gone. 

It didn’t end there: 
Within a few days, the pre¬ 
sumed hacker called the 
victim’s wife and sent text 
messages to his daugh¬ 
ter including the message 
“TELL YOUR DAD TO 
GIVE US BITCOIN.” 

The commandeered ac¬ 
counts also sent messages to 
the victim’s friends and ac¬ 
quaintances asking for loans 
of cryptocurrency. 

REACT Lt. John Rose 
handed the case to Tarazi, 
a San Jose State University 
criminal-justice grad who 
before the investigations de¬ 
scribed himself as a hobby¬ 
ist at best when it came to 
computer crimes. 

“I learned on the job, 
whatever we had to learn,” 
Tarazi said. 

Tarazi, Rose said, is be¬ 
ing modest. “He is a prod¬ 
igy. And just a really good 
cop who knows how to ask 
the right questions and see 
clues others don’t see.” 

Tarazi and his REACT col¬ 
leagues obtained search war¬ 
rants to pinpoint the hacker’s 
SIM and smartphones used 
to access the Santa Clara 
County man’s accounts. For 
two months, they couldn’t 
land a suspect. 

But an instance of care¬ 
lessness put investigators 
onto Ortiz’s trail: his Google 
email address was used on 
one of the hacker phones. 
Things began to unravel 
from there. Included among 
the emails was a photo Or¬ 
tiz purportedly used to ver¬ 
ify his identity with one of 
his digital bank accounts; it 
showed him clearly holding 
his Massachusetts ID card. 

That led to warrants that 
uncovered other cryptocur¬ 
rency accounts linked to Or¬ 
tiz that revealed at least $1.5 
million in activity and large 
payments including $59,000 


toward Airbnb housing rent¬ 
als. 

Once Ortiz became the 
primary suspect, the inves¬ 
tigation went into overdrive 
and the detectives identified 
40 other potential victims 
whose phone numbers had 
been accessed by the smart¬ 
phones linked to Ortiz. They 
contacted at least 20 people. 

Tarazi and the other de¬ 
tectives eventually learned 
that some of the victims 
had attended the same May 
cryptocurrency conference 
in New York. Some victims 
noticed that unauthorized 
text messages were sent 
from their accounts with 
no monetary loss. Others 
reported big losses, includ¬ 
ing one theft of $1.7 million. 

From there it wasn’t too 
hard for the detectives to 
spot their targets, whose 
ostentatious lifestyle that 
included mansions in the 
glitzier parts of Los Ange¬ 
les didn’t exactly fall under 
the radar. 

Narvaez reportedly 
bought high-end sports 


cars like a McLaren and 
Audi R8, which fetch prices 
of between $130,000 and 
$ 200 , 000 . 

“They were openly talk¬ 
ing about it online,” he said. 
“They were doing what a 
20-year-old would do with 
millions of dollars in Holly¬ 
wood.” 

A telltale Airbnb rental 
gave investigators an idea 
of where Ortiz was. On July 
10, they presented the lat¬ 
est evidence to West, who 
wrote the arrest warrants. 
On July 12, Tarazi and an¬ 
other detective flew to LAX 
to intercept Ortiz, fearful he 
might leave the country. The 
arrest was first reported by 
Motherboard. 

Ortiz has since been 
charged with 41 criminal 
counts, many of them re¬ 
peat charges encompass¬ 
ing grand theft, identity 
theft and assorted com¬ 
puter crimes linked to 13 
known victims, with many 
more suspected. He is being 
held in the Elmwood men’s 
jail in Milpitas on $1 mil¬ 


lion bail. 

His arrest and subsequent 
examination of his phones 
turned up another lead with 
an email address linked to 
Narvaez. A June traffic ci¬ 
tation in Beverly Hills con¬ 
nected Narvaez to the pur¬ 
chase of the high-end sports 
cars and eventually crypto¬ 
currency accounts that con¬ 
tained as much as $3 million 
at bitcoin’s peak valuation. 
He was arrested Aug. 17 and 
charged with seven counts 
of crimes similar to Ortiz, 
involving reported victims 
in Santa Clara, Contra Costa 
and San Diego counties. 

The broader hacker net¬ 
work in this case is thought 
to be far larger. Tarazi and 
his teammates continue to 
chase leads across the coun¬ 
try, knowing there could be 
more local ties. 

“Silicon Valley residents 
are being hit,” he said. 
“They’re attacking our com¬ 
munity here.”

4 missiM after two boats collide,

MOABI REGIONAL PARK » 

Four people are missing 
after two boats crashed 
and sunk on the Colorado 
River, ejecting more than 
a dozen people who were 
on board, authorities said 
Sunday. 

A recreational boat car¬ 
rying 10 people and an¬ 
other vessel with six peo¬ 


ple on board collided 
head-on Saturday night 
on a well-traveled stretch 
of the river that marks the 
border between Califor¬ 
nia and Arizona, the Mo¬ 
have County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice said. 

Both boats sank, and 
passing boaters pulled 
crash victims from the wa¬ 
ter. Nine people were in¬ 
jured, with two in critical 


condition, authorities said. 

The crash occurred be¬ 
tween two popular mari¬ 
nas and near Moabi Re¬ 
gional Park, a well-traveled 
recreation area crowded 
with people enjoying the 
Labor Day weekend. 

Three women and one 
man remained missing on 
Sunday, Mohave County 
Sheriff Doug Schuster said. 

Helicopters have been 


deployed, and authorities 
have scoured the shoreline 
to try to find them. Divers 
have been sent out into the 
river’s waters, which can 
range from shallow to 30 
feet (9 meters) deep. 

“These efforts will con¬ 
tinue until all of those 
who are missing and un¬ 
accounted for have been 
located,” Shuster told re¬ 
porters on Sunday. 


The cause of the crash 
is being investigated. None 
of the boaters were wear¬ 
ing life jackets, which 
aren’t required but are rec¬ 
ommended by authorities, 
Shuster said. 

On Saturday night, au¬ 
thorities had to tempo¬ 
rarily halt the search be¬ 
cause it was too danger¬ 
ous to put divers into the 
dark waters. Efforts re¬ 


sink 

sumed after daybreak Sun¬ 
day, and authorities closed 
off a stretch of the river 
where the search was tak¬ 
ing place. 

“We have four parties 
unaccounted for and pre¬ 
sumed submerged,” said 
Eric Sherwin, spokesman 
for the San Bernardino 
County Fire District in 
California, which is assist¬ 
ing in the search. 


Priest 
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priest Father Thomas Asher 
said Thursday by phone. 
“His behavior and what has 
come out is obviously de¬ 
plorable and indefensible.” 

The allegations are not 
the first involving South 
Bay clergy. In 2005, the Di¬ 
ocese of San Francisco paid 
$21 million to 15 victims of 
sex abuse by members of 
Bay Area churches. Among 
the alleged abusers were 
Rev. Arthur Harrison, a 
pastor at St. Francis Cabrini 
parish in San Jose, and Rev. 
Joseph Pritchard, a pastor 
at St. Martin of Tours par¬ 
ish in San Jose. 

Asher, who came to St. 
Aloysius in 2014, distanced 
it from the San Jose dio¬ 
cese, as did diocese spokes¬ 
woman Liz Sullivan. 

“Saint Aloysius is not 
Roman Catholic,” Sullivan 
said. “It has no connection 
with the pope and has no 
connection with the Dio¬ 
cese of San Jose. The dio¬ 
cese and Bishop (Patrick) 
McGrath had no knowledge 
of this Van der Putten busi¬ 
ness and do not know Van 
der Putten.” 

Investigators with the 


Santa Clara County Sher¬ 
iff investigated an abuse 
complaint involving Van 
der Putten at St. Aloysius, 
Sgt. Richard Glennon said. 
The November 2001 com¬ 
plaint involving a girl who 
was then 16 and came from 
Placer County child protec¬ 
tion authorities, he said. 

“We investigated it, 
spoke to various parents, 
witnesses,” Glennon said. 
But no one, including the 
alleged victim, “came for¬ 
ward with specific allega¬ 
tions.” 

“There wasn’t enough 
hard statements that we 
could bring a case,” Glen¬ 
non said. Because of that, 
the department as a mat¬ 
ter of policy would not re¬ 
lease its records of the com¬ 
plaint. But Glennon en¬ 
couraged anyone with new 
information to come for¬ 
ward. 

The 1,400-page grand 
jury report in Pennsylva¬ 
nia looked at six Catholic 
dioceses over seven decades 
and found more than 300 
priests had sexually abused 
children but were protected 
by a church hierarchy. The 
probe, one of the broadest 
looks into the scandal to 
date, identified 1,000 child 
victims, but warned that 
there were probably thou¬ 


sands more. The grand jury 
reviewed more than two 
million documents during 
the 18-month investigation. 

The South Bay allega¬ 
tions only came to light in 
the Pennsylvania report 
because Van der Putten 
worked briefly in the Scran¬ 
ton diocese and had applied 
to become a diocesan priest 
there in 2001. The Vatican 
alerted Scranton Bishop 
James Timlin about the Los 
Gatos abuse allegations and 
Van der Putten’s application 
was denied. 

Pope Benedict XVI later 
defrocked him. 

Van der Putten did not 
respond to attempts to 
reach him through phone 
calls and emails associ¬ 
ated to him through public 
records. The Scranton dio¬ 
cese cut contact with him 
after April 2002 and it is 
unclear what happened to 
him since. 

According to the re¬ 
port, Van der Putten com¬ 
mitted “indecent acts” 
with a 15-year-old girl in 
Los Gatos and attempted 
to abuse a 17-year-old girl 
while serving at St. Aloy¬ 
sius. The report noted that 
there was “no description” 
of those acts, but said that 
Van der Putten later admit¬ 
ted to Bishop Timlin that 


he had “involvement with 
a 16-year-old girl.” 

“He advised he kissed 
her and caressed her 
breast. He also exposed his 
genitalia,” according to the 
grand jury report. “Van der 
Putten claimed there was 
‘nothing erotic’ about the 
encounter, just attempts 
‘to build trust.’ ” 

Because of the discrep¬ 
ancy between the reported 
ages of his victims in the 
report, it’s unclear whether 
those “indecent acts” in¬ 
volved the Los Gatos girl 
or another victim. The Of¬ 
fice of the Attorney General 
in Pennsylvania was unable 
to clarify. 

The grand jury report 
found that after the first 
Los Gatos allegation. Van 
der Putten was “immedi¬ 
ately” sent to the interna¬ 
tional headquarters for the 
St. Pius society in Switzer¬ 
land. Once there, he was 
sent on sabbatical to an 
island monastery in Scot¬ 
land. He was later expelled 
from the St. Pius sect. 

“He left us obviously 
looking for a home,” Asher 
said. 

In 2001, he joined the So¬ 
ciety of Saint John, which 
the report described as dis¬ 
affected Society of St. Pius 
X priests seeking rein¬ 


statement with the Roman 
Catholic church, and be¬ 
gan working in the Scran¬ 
ton diocese. Bishop Timlin 
denied Van der Putten’s re¬ 
quest to become a dioce¬ 
san priest based on infor¬ 
mation from Rome about 
his past record of abuse, 
which Van der Putten ad¬ 
mitted was true, according 
to the grand jury report. 

The priest was then 
sent for evaluation to the 
Southdown Institute in 
Canada, a treatment facil¬ 
ity for clergy. While there, 
the priest admitted to “fon¬ 
dling a young woman he 
met while on Christmas va¬ 
cation in 2001,” according 
to the report. The facility 
determined Van der Putten 
had “predatory behavior.” 

A month after the 2001 
abuse, the Scranton dio¬ 
cese received a call from 
the teen’s mother report¬ 
ing the sexual assault, the 
report said. The mother 
tracked Van der Putten to 
Sacramento where he was 
participating in church ser¬ 
vices. The report noted that 
the troubled priest had re¬ 
ceived a green light from 
Rome to continue deliver¬ 
ing liturgy. There is no re¬ 
cord in the report of the 
Scranton diocese telling 
police. 


By 2002, a Boston Globe 
series of articles blew the 
priest abuse scandal wide 
open. 

In December 2003, the 
U.S. Conference of Catho¬ 
lic Bishops sent a memo to 
all its bishops alerting them 
that Van der Putten was 
not allowed into the Scran¬ 
ton diocese “due to admit¬ 
ted sexual misconduct,” ac¬ 
cording to the grand jury 
report. 

For a while. Van der 
Putten operated a website 
(www.paxvobis.org) pro¬ 
moting his availability for 
conferences, retreats and 
youth camps, “while stating 
he is a priest in good stand¬ 
ing,” the report stated. 

Dan McNevin, who was 
abused by a priest in Fre¬ 
mont, said the grand jury 
report’s exposure of the 
previously unreported Van 
der Putten allegations bol¬ 
sters the case for a broader 
Pennsylvania-style probe 
into priest abuse. That, 
he said, would reveal “the 
complete truth about these 
terrible crimes and the in¬ 
tentional concealment of 
them by leaders we thought 
were trustworthy.”

Big rigs roii reguiariy in Fremont 

A number of trucks carrying gravel turn over near Mission San Jose, causing commutes to become nightmares

Thick traffic crawls slowly 
along Mission Boulevard in Fre¬ 
mont’s Mission San Jose area 
most weekday afternoons, as 
thousands of people make their 
way home from work and school. 

The commute was especially 
nightmarish on Aug. 3 when a 
dump truck carrying gravel rolled 
over as it turned right from the 


Interstate 680 south off-ramp 
onto Mission Boulevard north, 
crushing part of a sedan and spill¬ 
ing its load across the roadway. 

Similar big rig rollover ac¬ 
cidents have happened at that 
same interchange a total of five 
times since Dec. 2015, according 
to city officials. It’s a dangerous 
trend that’s caused severe grid¬ 
lock and ruined the commute for 
thousands in an area where brake 
lights and long queues have be¬ 


come the norm. 

“My immediate reaction is like, 
jeez, this is deja vu here,” Hans 
Larsen, Fremont’s director of pub¬ 
lic works said in a recent inter¬ 
view about the latest accident. 
Others on Facebook posted simi¬ 
lar comments about the incidents. 

“This happened to a different 
gravel truck only a few months 
ago at that same location. Maybe 
they need to work on the inter¬ 
section to make it safer,” Heather 


Wallace wrote in the comments 
of a Fremont Police Department 
post about the latest incident. 

On Aug. 31 2017, an almost 
identical accident occurred in the 
same spot during the afternoon 
commute. 

A rig carrying tons of dirt over¬ 
turned on the road as it turned 
right off the highway ramp, land¬ 
ing in the median and flinging 
one of its trailers across south¬ 
bound lanes where it smashed 


into a fence, snarling traffic. 

“It seems like trucks plow down 
that 680 offramp too fast, too of¬ 
ten,” Glenn Gutierrez wrote in a 
Facebook comment on the police 
department’s post about that inci¬ 
dent. “Can it be made safer?” 

“We’re very concerned about 
it,” Larsen said of the phenomena. 
“It’s something that warrants sig¬ 
nificant study.” 

In the recent accident, two peo-

Peninsula

Peninsula transportation gurus 
hope a temporary bike route that 
crosses through four cities will 
emphasize the need to protect 
cyclists from motorists on con¬ 
gested high traffic roads. 

The Peninsula Bikeway will run 
in circuitous fashion from Moun¬ 
tain View to Redwood City. The 
route runs from East Evelyn Ave¬ 
nue at the Mountain View-Sunny- 
vale border to the Warwick Street 
and Edgewood Road intersection 
at the Redwood City-San Carlos 
border. The route aims to give cy¬ 
clists a continuous, albeit serpen¬ 
tine, route between cities while 
raising awareness of the need for 
a more direct permanent route 
that would be protected from ve¬ 
hicle traffic. 

“We need good north-south 
bike connections,” said Bill 
Kirsch, chair of Menlo Park’s 
Complete Streets Commission, 
which advises the City Council 
on transportation decisions. “It’s 
sort of the best the cities can do 
right now to create a reasonable 
bike connection.... The best in my 
opinion would be separated bike 
lanes on El Camino Real, because 
it’s a straight shot.” 

The route launches with a free 
event from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Sept. 
8 at Burgess Park in Menlo Park 
with food, music, electronic bikes 
and a pop-up separated bikeway. 
Visit http://peninsulabikeway. 
com/ for more information and 
detailed maps of the route. 

The low-cost, temporary route 
consists of green bike route di¬ 
rectional signs and blue Pen¬ 
insula Bikeway street sign top¬ 
pers. No paint will be added to 
any roads but the route includes 
roads where markings exist or 
are planned like Bryant Street in 
Palo Alto. The event doubles as 
the start of planning for a per¬ 
manent, high-quality route on El 
Camino Real, Middlefield Road, 
the Caltrain tracks or some com¬ 
bination of all three. 

“No one imagines that this 
is the multi-city route that peo¬ 
ple will use for commuting (but) 
people may use some elements of 
it,” said Hugh Louch, principal for 
Alta Planning and Design, which 
assisted in developing the tempo¬ 
rary route. “Really, it was more

Man will represent himself in trial over parent slayings 


Suspect in the 2016 shooting deaths has been held 
without hail since killings, faces uphill legal battle

SAN JOSE » A man charged with 
killing both of his parents two 
years ago and leaving behind a 
grisly scene with cryptic scrawl- 
ings in their bucolic Evergreen 
home, then taking his brother to 
an anime convention, will be de¬ 


fending himself when his murder 
trial begins this month. 

Court records show that Hasib 
Bin Golamrabbi, 24, is no longer 
being represented by the Santa 
Clara County Public Defender’s 
Office and is now pro per. His 
first trial hearing, expected to be 
largely procedural, is Tuesday. 

Golamrabbi, who declined a re¬ 


cent request for a jail interview 
with this news organization, is 
facing an uphill battle by taking 
on such a task, said David Ball, an 
associate law professor at Santa 
Clara University who specializes 
in criminal procedure. But, he 
added, the burden is also spread 
to both the judge and prosecution. 

“You have the right to self-rep- 
resentation,” Ball said. “But at 
the same time, you can expect 
the judge will do things in order 
to make sure the defendant gets 


a fair trial. There are a myriad 
of things to get done procedur- 
ally. And there’s a burden on the 
prosecution to make sure the de¬ 
fendant got his or her rights re¬ 
spected at trial.” 

Deputy District Attorney Car¬ 
los Vega, who is prosecuting the 
case, said his approach won’t be 
drastically altered with the de¬ 
fendant operating solo across 
the aisle. 

“The people are prepared to 
prosecute Mr. Golamrabbi and 


will proceed in the same man¬ 
ner we do in all cases regardless 
of the manner of representation,” 
Vega said. 

Golamrabbi has been held 
without bail in the Santa Clara 
County Main Jail since a few days 
after the April 24,2016 killings of 
Golam Rabbi, 59, and Shamima 
Rabbi, 57. Their bodies were 
found a day later at their hillside 
Evergreew home by friends and 
relatives who grew worried after

about getting something 
out there quick and that 
will demonstrate what the 
need is and what the oppor¬ 
tunity is.” 

Elected representa¬ 
tives and city staff from 
Redwood City, Palo Alto, 
Mountain View and Menlo 
Park will be on hand at 
the event to take input 
and provide information 
on how the community 
can become involved in 
the design process. The 
temporary bike route is 
a product of the Manag¬ 
ers Mobility Partnership, 
a 2-year-old collaboration 
between the four city man¬ 
agers, Stanford and Joint 
Venture Silicon Valley to 
tackle transportation chal¬ 
lenges such as rail grade 
separations. 

“The question is why 
isn’t it happening and the 
truth is it is a failure of 


our public institutions,” 
said Russell Hancock, 
Joint Venture Silicon Val¬ 
ley’s CEO. “To change that 
you have to start with baby 
steps.” 

The cities will need to 
identify additional fund¬ 
ing to create a permanent 
route, but would likely 
qualify for grant money 
from the Metropolitan 
Transportation Commis¬ 
sion and the state and 
federal transportation de¬ 
partments, because those 
agencies prefer to work 
with collaborative proj¬ 
ects, Hancock said. A per¬ 
manent route could take 
five to 10 years to com¬ 
plete, but longer if it in¬ 
volves the Caltrain tracks, 
according to Touch.

pie were injured, and ramps 
and lanes were closed for 
hours in the area, heavily 
delaying traffic. 

It’s become so alarm¬ 
ing that the city is holding 
a special meeting Sept. 5 
with the California De¬ 
partment of Transpor¬ 
tation (Caltrans) which 
manages the highway, the 
off-ramp and Mission Bou¬ 
levard, to discuss the in¬ 
terchange. 

“It’s to just ensure that 
they’re aware that there’s 
a pattern of trucks over¬ 
turning at this location 
and try and understand 
what kind of response and 
reaction they may provide 
to that,” Larsen said. 

Eric Sauer, a spokesman 
for the California Truck¬ 
ing Association said he’s 
happy to hear Fremont 
and Caltrans officials are 
meeting to discuss this is¬ 
sue. 

“We’ll have to wait 
and see what comes out 
of those meetings, and 
hopefully we can be part 
of those discussions,” he 
said. 

Adding more signs, 
rumble strips, and “mak¬ 
ing sure that drivers do 
understand that...you 
need to take it slow” is 
something the association 
fully supports, Sauer said. 

But reminders of the 
toll these rigs have taken 
on Mission Boulevard 
are quite evident. The 
road is gouged along the 
curve and near the me¬ 
dian where trucks have 
sliced into the pavement 
as they toppled over, and 
there are oil stains from 
engines in prior acci¬ 
dents. Gravel, dirt and 
debris from trucks and 
cars, including glass and 
lug nut covers are visible 
in the median along Mis¬ 
sion near the ramp. 

Experts who’ve stud¬ 
ied rollovers say drivers 
of large trucks carrying 
loads may not be able to 
adequately reduce their 
speed when exiting the 
highway in order to make 
the sharp right turn safely. 

In the lead up to the off¬ 
ramp, vehicles travel on a 
downhill stretch of 680, 
and the ramp itself is also 
steadily sloped downward. 

Drivers continuing 
straight or turning left 
onto Mission Boulevard 
must stop at a signal at 


the bottom of the ramp, 
but those turning right 
onto Mission have a dedi¬ 
cated merge lane and are 
not required to stop. 

Larsen said the current 
setup encourages vehicles 
to make turns at higher 
speeds than may be safe, 
especially for commercial 
trucks with a high center 
of gravity. 

“There isn’t really any 
reason to stop or slow 
down unless you see a pe¬ 
destrian crossing there,” 
he said of the turn. 

There’s also the issue of 
signage. While there has 
been a suggested speed 
limit sign of 30 mph 
posted just before the 
ramp for years, Caltrans 
said there were no signs 
warning drivers about 
the downhill slope of the 
ramp until recently. 

Three days after the 
latest wreck, Caltrans in¬ 
stalled two new yellow 
“hill warning” signs just 
before and at the begin¬ 
ning of the ramp. They 
show an 8% figure and an 
image of a truck headed 
downhill. 

Federal guidelines from 
the Manual on Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices for 
Streets and Highways say 
those signs should be in¬ 
stalled in advance of any 
downgrades of eight per¬ 
cent that are more than 
750 feet long, which the 
Mission off-ramp is, and 
“where crash experience 
and field observations in¬ 
dicate a need.” 

Near the bottom of the 
ramp, a yellow sign re¬ 
cently installed shows a 
right turn arrow and sug¬ 
gests a 15 mph limit for 
the curve, but Caltrans 
officials couldn’t say if 
that sign had been posted 
there previously. The sign 
is not visible in some 
Google Maps images as 
far back as 2015. 

However, warning driv¬ 
ers, especially truckers, to 
reduce speed near the bot¬ 
tom of the ramp might not 
be effective, according to 
Xiao-Yun Lu, a senior re¬ 
searcher at UC Berkeley’s 
Institute of Transporta¬ 
tion Studies and an ex¬ 
pert in vehicle dynamics 
control. 

“Some drivers believe 
that their truck can stop 
if necessary. But once 
they get on the curve, that 
would be too late,” Lu said 
in an interview. 

“If some drivers do not 
act earlier, they cannot re¬ 
duce the speed,” he said. 


especially with a heavy 
load. “If the load is not 
perfectly distributed, this 
overturn is more likely to 
happen.” 

A report about commer¬ 
cial vehicle safety Lu co¬ 
authored with other re¬ 
searchers in 2007 said 
speed is an important fac¬ 
tor for truck safety. 

“High speed not only 
causes threats to other 
vehicles, but also causes 
instability” of the truck 
itself, such as a rollover,” 
according to the report. It 
also noted that “a loaded 
tractor-trailer requires 
20-40 percent further 
stopping distance than a 
car. This situation is wors¬ 
ened with downgrades 
and wet pavement.” 

Lu said that while road 
engineers would need to 
closely study the ramp 
and turn before making 
changes, some simple so¬ 
lutions could be imple¬ 
mented quickly. 

He said that while 
the curve of the turn is 
slightly banked at its 
outer edge, steeper bank¬ 
ing may be needed to help 
trucks negotiate the turn 
safely. 

Further reducing the 
suggested speed of the off¬ 
ramp to 25 mph, and plac¬ 
ing more signs in advance 
along the highway to warn 
drivers about the need to 
reduce speed could also 
help, he said. 

Larsen agreed, and said 
police reports have indi¬ 
cated one of the primary 
reasons for most of the 
rollovers “has been the in¬ 
ability of heavily loaded 
trucks to adequately 
brake and slow down be¬ 
cause of the downgrade.” 
He added in an email that 
in two of the crashes the 
left front tire of the truck 
buckled at the turn “caus¬ 
ing the truck to topple 
over.” 

Larsen added that the 
congested area of Mis¬ 
sion Boulevard has been 
“on our radar screen for 
upgrades” for other rea¬ 
sons, including the dan¬ 
ger posed to pedestrians 
and bicyclists crossing the 
street where the curve is 
located. 

Larsen said redesigning 
the bottom of the ramp so 
it’s safer for all would be 
a good start. 

“I think we’ve seen 
enough problems happen¬ 
ing here.”

What’s a baby opossum doing 
in my backyard all alone? 


DEAR JOAN » We have 
seen an adult opossum in 
our backyard, but it now 
seems like there’s a 
baby left behind in 
our yard. This crea¬ 
ture comes out even 
during the day and 
moves around slowly. 

Is the presence of 
this somehow a cause 
for concern? Is there a 
humane way to relo¬ 
cate it?

DEAR ARANTHA » If yOU 

weren’t concerned about 
an adult opossum in 
your backyard, then you 
shouldn’t be concerned 
about the youngster. Of 
all the wild critters you 
could have in your yard, 
the opossum is about the 
least threatening and wor¬ 
risome. 

The opossum might look 
too small and young to be 
on its own, but that’s the 
way it is with opossums, 
the only native marsupial 
north of Mexico. After only 
13 days in the womb, the 
tiny babies climb up their 
mother’s body from the 
birth canal to her pouch, 
where they attach to a nip¬ 
ple and stay there for about 
50 days. 

After that, they are old 
enough to leave the pouch 
and climb onto their moth¬ 
er’s back where they spend 
much of their time be¬ 
ing ferried about. As they 
get older, they aren’t able

to squeeze back inside the 
pouch, so one day, they 
drop off their mom’s back 
and start their 
own opossum 
lives. They are 
about 100 days 
old at this point. 

Opossums 
have some attri¬ 
butes that many 
people don’t 
know about. They 
eat thousands 
of ticks, thereby 
helping to slow the spread 
of lyme disease, and be¬ 
cause of a healthy immune 
system and low body tem¬ 
perature, they rarely con¬ 
tract rabies. They also have 
a certain amount of immu¬ 
nity to rattlesnake venom, 
which allows them to kill 
and eat the snakes. 

If you don’t have chick¬ 
ens — opossums are fond 
of both chicks and eggs — 
your opossum shouldn’t do 
too much damage. 

There is no way to hu¬ 
manely or legally relocate 
the opossum. State law al¬ 
lows you to trap an opos¬ 
sum but then you must ei¬ 
ther release it on your prop¬ 
erty or kill it. 

You can trap it and re¬ 
lease it outside your fenced 
backyard, or block its den 
(usually under buildings 
or decks) and remove food 
and water sources. They 
are good climbers, so this 
one will probably go away 
on its own.

Video game burglary leads

CUPERTINO » A pair of video 
game burglary suspects led 
police on a pursuit in a sto¬ 
len U-Haul van early Sun¬ 
day morning, eventually 
crashing into another vehi¬ 
cle and injuring the driver 
and themselves, a Santa 
Clara County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice spokesman said. 

The pair of unnamed sus¬ 
pects were injured in the 
crash around 4 a.m., but 
Santa Clara County Sheriff’s 
Sgt. Richard Glennon said 
the injuries were not life- 


threatening. A 65-year-old 
driver of an SUV hit by the 
fleeing suspects had com¬ 
plaints of pain, but no seri¬ 
ous injuries, he said. 

Initially, deputies re¬ 
sponded to a commer¬ 
cial alarm at a GameStop 
store in the area of Stevens 
Creek Boulevard and Saich 
Way in Cupertino. A dep¬ 
uty spotted a suspicious U- 
Haul van in the area, which 
fled when they attempted to 
pull it over, Glennon said. 

During the chase, dep¬ 
uties learned the van was 
reported stolen out of San 
Jose.

not hearing from them. 

Not a whole lot of clarity 
in the killings has surfaced 
since, and no clear motive 
has been revealed. But Gol- 
amrabbi’s then-17-year-old 
brother was dismissed from 
the case after initially being 
arrested and implicated. 

San Jose police investi¬ 
gators allege that Golam- 
rabbi shot his father more 
than a dozen times in the 
home’s garage, then as his 
mother came rushing in, he 
killed her with one shot to 
the head. 

The case took on a na¬ 
tional profile after it was re¬ 
vealed that on the wall and 
floor near the bodies, some¬ 
one had scrawled disturb¬ 
ing messages: “Sorry my 
first kill was clumsy,” and, 
“I can’t be like you telling 
a lie ... I can’t love someone 
without telling them.” 

The younger brother was 
believed to be in the house, 
but it was unclear to what 
extent he saw or heard any¬ 
thing. He was legally cleared 
and his public defender later 
said that the brother’s re¬ 
sponse to the trauma over 
what happened might have 
affected his ensuing behav¬ 
ior and gave the impression 


of guilt. For three days be¬ 
fore his arrest, the younger 
brother attended school 
without saying a word about 
the killings. 

In a brief jail interview a 
few days after the killings, 
Golamrabbi at the time 
flatly told a news reporter 
that his younger brother 
was not involved in the kill¬ 
ing, but said nothing more. 

Adding confusion to 
the aftermath of the Rab¬ 
bis’ deaths was the revela¬ 
tion that Golamrabbi and 
his brother attended the 
Kraken Con anime conven¬ 
tion in Oakland that same 
weekend, presumably after 
the shootings. 

Golamrabbi, who at¬ 
tended San Jose State Uni¬ 
versity, was arrested in 
Tracy after reportedly hid¬ 
ing inside a friend’s closet 
there for 24 hours, where 
he purportedly confessed 
to shooting his father, ac¬ 
cording to sources familiar 
with the investigation. 

According to a police re¬ 
port, Golamrabbi initially 
told detectives that he was 
ordered to shoot his father 
by an unnamed home in¬ 
truder, and that someone 
else shot his mother. The 
younger brother soon con¬ 
tradicted that account, re¬ 
portedly saying there was 
no intruder, and that after 
the shootings, his brother 
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ting an acorn woodpecker 
at the peanut feeder off and 
on all morning. I haven’t 
had one of these for some 
time. He’s causing the 
scrub-jay to be concerned.

ordered him to close the 
house curtains and check 
the garage door to make 
sure blood could not be seen 
from outside. Then they 
drove to the convention and 
aroused no suspicion or at¬ 
tracted any attention. 

The Rabbis were well re¬ 
spected in the local Bangla¬ 
deshi and Islamic commu¬ 
nities, active at both the Is¬ 
lamic center and with the 
South Bay Islamic Asso¬ 
ciation.

Such se¬ 
verity, Ball said, makes the 
prospect of self-representa¬ 
tion a formidable challenge, 
to put it modestly. 

“I can tell you lawyering 
is hard, and murder tri¬ 
als are hard,” Ball said. “I 
wouldn’t want my first mur¬ 
der trial to be one where my 
own life is at stake.”

Should teen’s vaping be reported? 


DEAR AMY » My 

10-year-old son 
was in the locker 
room after ice 
hockey practice this 
week and he saw a 
13-year-old vaping 
in the locker room. 

This other boy was 
smoking a vaping 
device with straw¬ 
berry-flavored nicotine. 

I’m very proud of my 
son for telling me, and for 
giving me and my husband 
the opportunity to let him 
know that just like smok¬ 
ing, or drugs, vaping is not 
healthy and may become 
addictive. 

My husband says to 
mind our own business, 
and that it’s not our place 
to say anything, but I feel 
awful knowing this child is 
doing something danger¬ 
ous that could make him 
ill in the future. 

Do I just sit back and do 
nothing, as my husband 
suggests? 

— A Concerned Mom 

DEAR CONCERNED » Your 

young son saw something 
that concerned him. He 
very wisely shared this 
with his parents. 

You and your husband 
expressed appropriate 
concern about what your 
10-year-old had witnessed. 


And then your 
husband basically 
turned a good par¬ 
enting encounter 
into a terrible les¬ 
son: “When you 
witness a rule in¬ 
fraction or other be¬ 
havior that makes 
you uncomfortable, 
the thing to do is to 
keep quiet about it. It’s re¬ 
ally none of your business.” 

Not to put too fine 
a point on it, but your 
10-year-old could wit¬ 
ness other behavior in the 
locker room (or elsewhere) 
that concerns, confuses or 
frightens him. Please leave 
the door open for him to 
talk, and for you to act on 
his behalf. 

He should be encour¬ 
aged to report anything to 
you, and you should thank 
him for that, answer his 
questions and then tell 
him, “We’ve got this.” 

You seem oriented to¬ 
ward reporting this to the 
vaping child’s parents. 

What you should do is 
report it to the coach, and 
let the coach handle it. 

I assume that vaping 
is not permitted in this 
locker room. The coach 
should enforce this. Of 
course, coaches, educators 
and parents should also 
talk to their kids about 


vaping. 

Because vaping is a 
fairly recent phenomenon 
among teens, there don’t 
seem to be long-term stud¬ 
ies showing what inhal¬ 
ing flavored nicotine might 
do to young lungs. But the 
nicotine in e-cigarettes is 
addictive.

In April, I had the pleasure of lecturing and playing at the 
wonderful Louisville (Ky.) Bridge Center. Everyone I met was 
most gracious. 

I sat East in today’s deal, and West led the king of diamonds 
against four hearts. I could see that if West had the A-K of dia¬ 
monds, South had every other meaningful high card; we could 
get two diamonds and nothing else. Even it South held A10 4, Q 
7 5 3 2, 4 2, A Q 4, dummy’s queen of diamonds would furnish 
a pitch tor his spade loser. 

Since there was a chance that we might lose our second 
diamond trick, I signaled with the nine. West took his ace, and 
South claimed, making five. 

Some Easts played the three on the first diamond. West 
should have cashed his second diamond anyway, but it he 
shifted. South could throw a diamond on dummy’s king of 
spades and make six. The lesson: Help your partner avoid mis¬ 
takes on defense. 

Kindest regards to my friends at the LBC, including my 
partner, Joe Gottbrath, whose good play helped us to a winning 
score 

DAILY QUESTION: 

You hold: 49854VJ6^AKJ87«Q2. Your partner 
opens one heart, you respond one spade and he rebids two 
hearts. What do you say? 

ANSWER: Your 11-point hand was worth a game-invitational 
sequence. You bid one spade because your hand wasn’t strong 
enough to respond two diamonds, then bid a forcing and 
unlimited two spades next. Since partner’s rebid of two hearts 
promises six or more hearts, your best action now is a raise to 
three hearts.

The Bears 
then gave Mack a record¬ 
setting six-year, $141 mil¬ 
lion extension. That comes 
out to $23.5 million per 
year, $1 million more on av¬ 
erage than Aaron Donald’s 
then-record-setting deal 
with the Rams on Friday. 

The new highest-paid de¬ 
fensive player in NFL his¬ 
tory spoke to Chicago me¬ 
dia Sunday for the first time 
since the stunning block¬ 
buster trade executed by the 
Raiders a day prior.

Isner rolls past Raonic 
into the quarterfinals

NEW YORK » John Isner, 
seeded 11th, slipped past 
Milos Raonic for the sec¬ 
ond time this season in a 
Grand Slam with a 3-6, 
6-3, 6-4, 3-6, 6-2 victory 
on Sunday night to clinch 
his first U.S. Open quarter¬ 
final berth since 2011. 

Isner needed four sets to 
defeat Raonic at Wimble¬ 
don on the way to the semi¬ 
finals, his best showing at 
a major. The 33-year-old Is¬ 
ner is playing the best ten¬ 
nis of his career. He won 
the Miami Open and the 
Atlanta Open and was the 
highest-seeded American 
man at the U.S. Open for 
the seventh straight year. 

Isner is known for his 
marathon matches and he 
played another long one in 
Louis Armstrong Stadium, 
hitting 3 hours, 8 minutes. 
It must have seemed like a 
warmup compared to his 
614-hour (including a 26- 
24 fifth set) loss to Kevin 
Anderson at Wimbledon. 

Isner will play 2009 U.S. 
Open champion Juan Mar¬ 
tin del Potro next. The No. 
3-seeded del Potro has yet 
to drop a set in the tour¬ 
nament and displayed his 
forehand-pounding best 
with 18 winners off that 
side while beating No. 20 
Borna Coric 6-4, 6-3, 6-1 
in the fourth round Sun¬ 
day night. 

Rafael Nadal is also 
through to the quarterfi¬ 
nals after beating Nikoloz 
Basilashvili 6-3, 6-3, 6-7 
(6), 6-4. The defending 
champion will next face 
No. 9 seed Dominic Thiem. 
Thiem prevented a re¬ 
match of last year’s U.S. 
Open final by eliminating 
2017 runner-up and No. 5 
seed Kevin Anderson 7-5, 
6 - 2 , 7-6 ( 2 ). 

On the women’s side, 
Serena Williams reached 
the quarterfinals at Flush¬ 
ing Meadows for a 10th 
consecutive appearance — 
she wasn’t there last year 
because she gave birth to 
her daughter during the 
tournament — by picking 
her level up after a lull and 
using 18 aces to beat Kaia 
Kanepi 6-0, 4-6, 6-3.

the A’s in June, delivered. 

“He’s been so consis¬ 
tent for us since the time 
he got here. He competes 
hard, and the guys feel it 
behind him,” Melvin said 
of the veteran starter who 
has quickly become a fan 
favorite in Oakland. “There 
are certain guys on game 
day that act a certain way. 
They don’t want you to talk 
to them or whatever. He’s 
the same guy every day, but 
when he takes the mound, 
he’s all about competing.” 

At just 77 pitches. Jack- 
son could have probably 
gone another inning. But 
Melvin decided to turn to 
his dominant bullpen with 
a fully rested trio of Lou 
Trivino, Fernando Rodney 
and Blake Treinen at his 
disposal. 

With injured Sean Ma- 
naea likely done for the sea¬ 
son, the A’s need somebody 
to be the de facto “No. 1” 
starter. It’s a mystery who 
would start for the A’s in the 
event of a wild-card game, 
but Jackson is making a 
case. He’s 5-3 with a 2.91 
ERA in 13 starts. 

The 34-year-old right¬ 
hander may not have the 
blazing fastball he once had 
earlier in his career, but the 
mentality is still the same. 
When he’s on that mound, 
he’s not afraid of anybody. 

“It’s all mental. Just the 
mental approach. You gotta 
go out every start and know 
you can get the job done,” 
Jackson said. “It doesn’t 
happen every time, but you 
gotta have that mindset.” 

Seattle starter Felix Her¬ 
nandez entered the day 26- 
12 with a 2.71 ERA in 50 
career starts against Oak¬ 
land, but at 32 he is a shell 
of his Cy Young self. For five 


innings, though, all he al¬ 
lowed was Stephen Piscot- 
ty’s 20th home run of the 
season. 

The A’s got to him in the 
sixth. 

After the first two batters 
reached base against Her¬ 
nandez, Marcus Semien 
broke a 1-1 tie with a sin¬ 
gle that bounced off Kyle 
Seager’s glove and into left 
field to score two runs. That 
knocked Hernandez out of 
the game. Matt Chapman 
and Jed Lowrie followed 
with back-to-back singles 
to make it 4-1. The four-run 
outburst put Jackson in line 
for the victory. 

Piscotty homered again 
in the eighth, on a three-run 


shot off Justin Grimm as he 
finished 2 for 3 and tied his 
career high in a game with 
five RBIs. Acquired from 
the St. Louis Cardinals in 
an offseason deal made in 
part to bring the Pleasanton 
native home for his ailing 
mother, Piscotty is proving 
to be a steal. Thus, for Yairo 
Munoz and Max Schrock, 
the A’s have received a ca¬ 
reer-high 36 doubles from 
Piscotty. His 21 home runs 
are one short of his career 
high. 

“You look at what he ac¬ 
complished in St. Louis and 
now he’s had a lot going on,” 
Melvin said. “He’s kind of 
settle in to accepting what’s 
happened and he’s got a big 


angel on his shoulder. He’s 
well aware of that. But he’s 
a good player all the way 
around.” 

The A’s managed to split 
the four-game series with 
Seattle, keeping their dis¬ 
tance from the Mariners 
the same as it was when it 
began. Jackson called it a 
“must-win” game. Bottom 
line, these players know the 
importance of keeping the 
Mariners at bay. The teams 
will square off again in the 
second-to-last series of the 
year at Safeco Field. 

“The difference in a 5 14 
and 3 14 game lead is pretty 
significant, especially now 
that we’re into September,” 
Piscotty said. “That was a 


big one.” 

■ Andrew Triggs (right 
arm nerve irritation) threw 
a simulated game in Ar¬ 
izona Saturday and was 
back at the Coliseum Sun¬ 
day to go through some 
more strengthening exer¬ 
cises. The right-hander said 
he’s scheduled to throw 30 
pitches in a game with Sin- 
gle-A Stockton Wednesday. 
It may be too late to build 
his arm back up to start 
games this year, but Triggs 
could return in a bullpen 
role, something he’s done 
in the past with Oakland. 

Triggs was 3-1 with a 5.23 
ERA in nine starts before 
landing on the disabled list 
May 18.

Second, Brian Gorman. Third, Adrian 
Johnson; T: 2:53; A: 21,497 (46,765).

— Vida Blue 
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addressed their need for 
starters by... adding a pair 
of All-Star relievers (Fer¬ 
nando Rodney and Jeu- 
rys Familia) and an experi¬ 
enced middle-innings man 
(Shawn Kelley). 

On Friday, they added 
yet another arm to a full 
’pen by acquiring right¬ 
hander Cory Gearrin from 
the Texas Rangers for a 
pair of minor leaguers. 

“Just an asymmet¬ 
ric way to address con¬ 
cerns with starting pitch¬ 
ing, which has been a 
challenge for us all year 
because of all the inju¬ 
ries we’ve had,” executive 
Billy Beane said in a re¬ 
cent phone interview. “We 
just felt like there was bet¬ 
ter value and more im¬ 
pact with the relievers that 
were available than going 
directly for starters.” 

The A’s added Jackson 
in early June and another 
journeyman starter, Mike 
Fiers, in early August. 

Both pitchers have played 
key roles in the team’s 48- 
20 surge since June 16. 

But the overarching 
plan — with an eye toward 
October — was amassing 
a stable of arms capable of 
taking over roughly half 
the game. That’s becoming 
an increasingly necessary 
for a rotation being held 
together by chewing gum 
and bailing wire. 

Just this week, Sean 
Manaea, the only A’s 
starter with more than 
100 innings, hit the dis¬ 
abled list with rotator cuff 
tendinitis and his return 
this season is unlikely. 
Left-hander Brett Ander¬ 
son (strained forearm) also 
went on the shelf, marking 
the 11th time this season 
the A’s have put a starting 
pitcher on the D.L. 

Wait... this is a playoff 
team? 

Despite two straight 
losses, it’s looking that 
way because of a lights- 
out bullpen. Manager Bob 
Melvin now has a desig¬ 
nated guy for the fifth in¬ 
ning (Kelley), the sixth 
(Lou TrivinoX the seventh 
(Familia), the eighth (Rod¬ 
ney) and the ninth (the un¬ 
touchable Blake Treinen). 

The very formula is still 
jarring to a previous gen¬ 
eration. 

“They need to get a one- 
through-nine guy. That’s 
what they need,” said Vida 
Blue, the A’s former Cy 
Young Award winner. 

But with complete- 
game starters virtually ex¬ 
tinct in today’s game, the 


price of adding an ace at 
the trade deadline was too 
much to bear for a team 
with the lowest opening 
day payroll in the majors. 

Consider that the Chi¬ 
cago Cubs added Cole 
Hamels at the trade dead¬ 
line while agreeing to pick 
up $5 million of his re¬ 
maining salary (see chart). 
For a little more than 
that, ($5.7 million), the A’s 
added Jackson, Fiers, Fa¬ 
milia, Rodney and Kelley, 
according to contract in¬ 
formation listed at base- 
ballprospectus.com. 

For various reasons, 
each of those castoffs 
came at a discount rate. 
Think of them as close-out 
sales. 

“Starters seem to be go¬ 
ing less and less these 
days, which also makes 
you realize with the really, 
really good ones — the 
Chris Sales, the Jon Lest¬ 
ers, the Madison Bumgar¬ 
ners — how valuable they 
are,” Beane said. “That’s 
why the cost of acquisition 
or the cost of contract is 
so high.” 

No aces? 

So now the franchise 
that once brought you 
Blue, Catfish Hunter and 
Dave Stewart, the team 
famed for its “Five Aces” 
and “The Big Three,” will 
head toward October with 
... The No Aces? The Big 
Three (Innings)? 

“I think it’s very inter¬ 
esting what they’re doing. 

I think it’s the way to go,” 
said Ned Colletti, the for¬ 
mer general manager of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
“They’re not going to be 
able to change their start¬ 
ing pitchers at this point 
in time. They have some 
good ones, but their bull¬ 
pen is probably the stron¬ 
gest part of their staff. So 
they continue to add to it 
to shorten the game.” 

The formula is working. 
Backed by a unit that’s 
converted a major-league 
best 78.4 percent of its 
save opportunities, includ¬ 
ing Treinen nailing down 
his 35th on Sunday, the A’s 
patchwork starters need 
to get through only five in¬ 
nings or so. After that, one 
Eck of a bullpen can take 
it from there. 

Much of this is not new. 
Plenty of contenders have 
loaded up on bullpen help 
in recent years knowing 
that a buffet of fresh late- 
inning arms is the key to 
surviving the postseason 
gantlet. 

This will mark the fifth 
consecutive season in 
which the average length 
of a major league start has 
declined. It was 5.97 in¬ 


nings in 2014 before dip¬ 
ping to 5.81 to 5.65 to 5.51 
in successive seasons. This 
year, the average length 
of a start is 5.44 (entering 
play Sunday). 

Last year’s World Series 
alone provided Exhibit A 
as to just how much base¬ 
ball, especially playoff 
baseball, has changed. The 
Astros beat the Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers in a seven- 
game series distinguished 
by data-driven quick 
hooks. There were only 
five quality starts in 14 op¬ 
portunities. And in Game 
7 — that fabled showcase 
of Koufax and Gibson and 
Morris — neither starter 
made it into the fourth in¬ 
ning. 

What’s different about 
the A’s situation is that 
they’re not stacking their 
bullpen to bolster a rota¬ 
tion. They’re doing it as a 
championship contender 
that’s treating its rotation 
like an afterthought. Pro¬ 
jected ace Kendall Grave- 
man had Tommy John sur¬ 
gery, as did Jharel Cotton, 
Daniel Gossett and top 
pitching prospect A. J. Puk. 

With Manaea out, the 
only A’s starter to rank in 
the AL’s top 50 for innings 
pitched is Eiers — and only 
27 2/3 ofhis 146 2/3 in¬ 
nings have come since ar¬ 
riving in Oakland. 

Games stay close 

Astros manager A. J. 
Hinch, who mixed and 
matched his bullpen on 
the way to the World Se¬ 
ries title, understands bet¬ 
ter than most what the A’s 
are trying to pull off. 

“When you build bull- 
pens for the playoff race — 
the way the A’s have and the 
way we have — your close 
games stay close when 
you’re losing,” which gives 
you a chance to come back, 
Hinch said. “And when 
you’re winning, it shortens 
the game quite a bit when 
you have not one, not two 
but sometimes five arms 
down there that you’re com¬ 
fortable with. There’s noth¬ 
ing better for a manager- 

than a strong bullpen.” 

Blue, who once threw 
312 innings and 24 com¬ 


plete games as a 21-year- 
old, likes to joke about his 
skepticism of modern sta¬ 
tistics. The amiable left¬ 
hander has no use for exit 
velocity. (“Not as a pitcher 
that’s given up some home 
runs.”) He doesn’t track 
pitch counts. Heck, he 
doesn’t even like the fact 
that stadiums put the 
pitchers’ radar gun read¬ 
ings on the scoreboard. 

“Based on me being 
pulled over several times 
by the CHP, I don’t think 
those things are accurate 
anyway,” Blue said with a 
laugh. 

But he knows the power 
of modern metrics, and he 
knows the game he once 
played is never coming 
back. 

“This is a copy-cat busi¬ 
ness, a copy-cat industry,” 
Blue said. “Now that sa¬ 
bermetrics means some¬ 
thing because the Astros 
did it (won the World Se¬ 
ries), that’s the nature of 
the game right now. That’s 
where we’re headed.” 

The numbers are irre¬ 
futable. In 2017, big league 
starters allowed a .254 av¬ 
erage and a 4.13 ERA the 
first two times through 
the lineup. The third time 
through? The numbers 
jumped to .269 with a 5.55 
ERA. So it’s no wonder 
managers like Melvin now 
lean on the bullpen more 
than ever for what are of¬ 
ten the decisive innings. 

“There are some chal¬ 
lenges with it because you 
also want your starters to 
feel like they’re part of it, 
too, but we can cut a game 
short,” Melvin said. “When 
you look at the four guys 
we have in the back end, 
it’s pretty significant.” 

The A’s are a major- 
league best 27-12 (.692) in 
one-run games. They are 
within the franchise re¬ 
cord of .698 (30-13) set by 
the Philadelphia Athlet¬ 
ics in 1928, when Connie 
Mack wasn’t exactly play¬ 
ing situational matchups 
with Lefty Grove. 

“There’s an age of spe¬ 
cialization going on,” 

Beane said. “And starts 
are getting shorter and 
shorter. You maybe see a 
completely different way of 


running a pitching staff as 
the years go forward.” 

Entering play Sunday, 
the A’s bullpen had a 2.61 
ERA dating to July 3. For 
the year, the unit ranked 
third in the AL in oppo¬ 
nents’ on-base percent¬ 
age (.299) and batting av¬ 
erage (.225), while ranking 
fourth in OPS (.666) and 
fifth in slugging percent¬ 
age (.368). 

It all begins (or, actu¬ 
ally, ends) with Treinen, 
who leads major-league re¬ 
lievers with a 0.92 ERA af¬ 
ter another scoreless out¬ 
ing Sunday. 

Beane says that Trein- 
en’s spectacular season de¬ 
fuses the only potential 
problem with the bullpen: 
egos. Rodney has 325 ca¬ 
reer saves (18th all-time) 
and Familia once saved 
51 games in a season, but 
both All-Stars accepted 
lesser roles without blink¬ 
ing. 

“That’s sort of the 
beauty of Blake Treinen’s 
year. He’s been so good 
and so dominant, there 
was never any question of 
who our closer was going 
to be,” Beane said. “Each 
guy who has come in has 
accepted their role, and 
mainly out of respect for 
the year Blake Treinen is 
having.” 

Treinen, meanwhile, 
tips his cap to his distin¬ 
guished set-up men be¬ 
cause he knows from 
handling that role in his 
Washington Nationals 
days how much that role 
has changed, too. Consider 
that when Rollie Eingers 
had his best saves total in 
Oakland, with 24 in 1975, 
there were 10 occasions in 
which he took the ball di¬ 
rectly from an A’s starter. 
His “setup men” were es¬ 
sentially starters like Blue. 

Treinen? He has 35 
saves and not once has 
he taken over directly for 
a starter. He’s been pre¬ 
ceded by one reliever 
(seven times), two reliev¬ 
ers (12 times), three reliev¬ 
ers (11 timesX four reliev¬ 
ers (three times) and five 
relievers (twice). 

“I really do feel hon¬ 
ored to throw the ninth in¬ 
ning for a bullpen as dec¬ 
orated as ours,” Treinen 
said. “There’s been no 
ego from anybody here. It 
could have easily been me 
slotting into the seventh 
or eighth or however you 
want to slot it.” 

Different world 

There was a time when 
prioritizing the bullpen 
over the rotation would 
have seemed laughable. 
Colletti, in one of his fi¬ 
nal seasons as the Dodgers 


GM, was at spring training 
when manager Don Mat¬ 
tingly brought in Sandy 
Koufax to speak to the 
squad. 

Colletti was in the au¬ 
dience, amid the current 
players. 

“I sat between two re¬ 
ally accomplished, smart, 
baseball pitchers that had 
a feel for the history of the 
game,” he recalled. “And 
Donnie introduces Sandy 
Koufax by talking about 
one of the seasons where 
he had more than 300 in¬ 
nings and more than 300 
strikeouts. 

“And the pitchers looked 
at me and they said, ‘Did 
he get that right?”’ 

He got that right. Kou¬ 
fax in each of his last two 
seasons, pitched 27 com¬ 
plete games. Heading into 
this week, the American 
League had 24 complete 
games combined. 

But there could come a 
time when starters rarely 
reach the fifth, let alone 
the ninth. The Tampa Bay 
Rays have experimented 
with having Sergio Romo 
start a game by throwing 
an inning or two. Plenty of 
teams have so-called “bull¬ 
pen games” in which they 
use a parade of relievers 
by design to create a break 
in the rotation. The A’s did 
it on Saturday when Liam 
Hendriks started, by de¬ 
sign, and worked just 1 2/3 
innings before giving way 
to eight more pitchers in 
an 8-7 loss. 

As bullpen games hap¬ 
pen with more regularity, 
Colletti envisions a day in 
which Major League Base¬ 
ball bumps up the 25-man 
roster limit to accommo¬ 
date the overwhelming 
need for more relievers. 

“The day is coming 
where you’ll be sitting 
with a young baseball fan 
and you’ll start to tell the 
story of Mark Mulder and 
Barry Zito and Tim Hud¬ 
son,” Colletti said. “You’ll 
say, ‘These pitchers threw 
over 200 innings.’ And 
they’ll be looking at you 
like you’re talking about a 
different sport.” 

Considering the A’s 
grand experiment, that 
day could come as soon 
as this October, when the 
A’s try to win a World Se¬ 
ries with a rotation no fan 
outside of Oakland could 
name. Instead, the A’s staff 
will rely on a quartet of 
terrific late-inning reliev¬ 
ers that came on the cheap 
— a four-Eingers discount. 

“We all would love to 
have the ninth,” Treinen 
said, “but as long as the 
team keeps winning, I 
don’t think any of us re¬ 
ally care.”

“To be wanted,” he said. 
“That’s all it takes.” 

It wasn’t a direct dig at 
the Raiders, but the point 
remains Oakland didn’t 
want him enough at the 
price Mack commanded. 

But why not wait and 
see if Mack would eventu¬ 
ally report? 

“We have waited,” 
Gruden said. “We waited 
and waited and the Rams 
game was looming.

Defen¬ 
sive end Bruce Irvin did the 
same, adding a third word 
that can’t be published 
here. Gruden explained the 
decision to the team, but 
wouldn’t delve into how 
they reacted. 

“You get texts from your 
teammates — well, your old 
teammates — and you could 
say goodbye that way,” Mack 
said. “You really don’t have 
that chance. It’s a whirl¬ 
wind. I got to get in here, 
learn the playbook, figure 
out my new teammates, fig¬ 
ure out where their heads 
are at and come here and 
try to contribute to win.” 

Mack called the Raiders 
a “great, great, great orga¬ 
nization” that he really re¬ 
alized he’d be leaving only 
on Saturday. 


Mack said when his hold¬ 
out began, the end goal was 
to get a new deal. His reac¬ 
tion to seeing Donald’s re- 
cord-setting deal on Satur¬ 
day? 

“I can’t say it around 
my parents,” Mack said. “I 
would say it if my parents 
weren’t here ... I’ll just say, 
‘Dog!’” 

McKenzie insisted Don¬ 
ald’s deal had no bearing 
on Mack negotiations, but 
Gruden said otherwise. 
McKenzie also said Carr’s 
rich contract had no bear¬ 


ing on Mack negotiations, 
but Gruden said otherwise. 

Maybe one thing the head 
coach and general man¬ 
ager are on the same page 
regarding is trying to win 
football games. Gruden has 
vowed to win for the fans 
in Oakland with only two 
years left before the team 
moves to Las Vegas. But 
is there really still a win¬ 
now mentality after trad¬ 
ing your undisputed best 
player for picks you can’t 
use until after this season? 

“It’s tough,” Gruden said. 


“It wasn’t my goal to trade 
Khalil when we got here. 
One of the reasons I’m here 
is because of him. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we had a stand¬ 
off with a contract, and we 
could not come to terms. 
The Bears made us an of¬ 
fer of two first-round draft 
choices and here we are to¬ 
day. We have to put together 
a 53-man roster. It’s hard.” 

The result of that sig¬ 
nificant gap between what 
Mack’s talents demanded 
and what the Raiders were 
willing to offer was a fran¬ 


chise cornerstone leaving 
the only team he’d ever 
played for, and the Raid¬ 
ers left to replace a genera¬ 
tional talent with optimism 
he’d return now squashed. 

“We were at a standoff 
and something had to hap¬ 
pen,” Gruden said. “And 
here we are.” 

■ New backup quarter¬ 
back AJ McCarron, ac¬ 
quired from Buffalo for a 
fifth-round draft pick, will 
receive a crash course from 
quarterbacks coach Brian 
Callahan, offensive coor¬ 
dinator Greg Olson and 
Gruden to get him ready 
in the event starter Derek 
Carr is injured in the Mon¬ 
day night opener on Sept. 10 
at the Coliseum. 

“Hopefully, Derek stays 
healthy,” Gruden said. 
“That’s No. 1. We have to 
fast track AJ. He’s in here 
now working with Brian 
Callahan and he’ll be a con¬ 
sistent visitor at our facil¬ 
ity over the next few weeks. 

“He has a lot of catching 
up to do. We’ll try and fast 
track him the best way we 
can.” 

Gruden did not rule out 
the possibility of bringing 
in another quarterback, 
but unless it’s EJ Manuel 
or Connor Cook — both of 
whom were released Satur¬ 
day — Carr will be operat¬ 
ing with a backup who has 
a fairly limited knowledge 
of the system. 

A three-time BCS na¬ 
tional champion at Ala¬ 
bama, McCarron was also 
a subject of one of Gruden’s 
“Quarterback Camp” shows 
on ESPN. 


Gruden also heard good 
things from secondary 
coach Derrick Ansley, who 
was on Nick Saban’s staff at 
Alabama. 

■ Acquired from Pitts¬ 
burgh for a third-round 
draft pick, Martavis Bry¬ 
ant missed too many prac¬ 
tices and was beaten out 
by other receivers, Gruden 
said. There’s also the mat¬ 
ter of a reported potential 
suspension under the NFL 
policy on substance abuse 
— one that could be a year 
or more. 

“We expected more from 
him,” Gruden said. “He did 
not make the team because 
Keon Hatcher came on, and 
other players outperformed 
him.... We tried to keep the 
five or six best receivers that 
we had.” 

Asked if the possible 
suspension was an issue, 
Gruden said, “Not really. 
Just the overall versatil¬ 
ity.” 

Gruden said spending a 
third-round pick on Bryant 
wasn’t a miscalculation. 

“I don’t think so. I think 
the guy is a superb talent,” 
Gruden said. “We released 
our second-round draft 
choice last year before and 
the year before that. Not 
everything is a perfect sci¬ 
ence. 

“We’ll be critcized for 
that. But it was a risk that 
was well worth taking. Per¬ 
haps we get Martavis again 
next year when we can get 
the best out of him.”

Elway said he and coach

informed him that it’s best 
for everyone to make this 
move. We appreciate all of 
Paxton’s hard work as a 
Bronco, and we wish him 
well in the future.” 

Elway once viewed the 
athletic but raw Lynch as 
a future franchise quar¬ 
terback, moving up in the 
2016 NFL draft to select 
the University of Memphis 
star with the 26th overall 
pick in the first round.

Four months after the 
Chargers bade a public 
goodbye to the leading re¬ 
ceiver in franchise history.

Firm sees 
future in 
medical 
arena 

Three Square Market is 
developing ways to track 
people with dementia

The technology company 
Three Square Market made 
headlines last year for implant¬ 
ing microchips in the arms of 
nearly 100 employees, allowing 
them to open doors, log on to 
their computers and purchase 
snacks from company vending 
machines with a simple swipe 
of their arm. 

The chips were initially lit¬ 
tle more than an innovative 
novelty, but now the Wiscon¬ 
sin-based firm — which designs 
software for vending machines 
— has a more ambitious plan, ac¬ 
cording to their chief executive 
Todd Westby. During an appear¬ 
ance on CNBC, Westby said his 
company is working on a more 
sophisticated microchip that is 
powered by human body heat 
and includes GPS tracking ca¬ 
pabilities and voice activation. 

Microchips with GPS track¬ 
ing may strike some as the first 
step toward handing our au¬ 
tonomy over to Skynet-like gov¬ 
ernment overlords and Three 
Square Market officials admit 
that the chips will offer a conve¬ 
nient way to track people — es¬ 
pecially those suffering from Al¬ 
zheimer’s and dementia. 

Patrick McMullan, president 
of Three Square Market and 
chip technology business Three 
Square Chip told CNBC the goal 
is a “worthy cause.” 

“It’s not only GPS, it’s not only 
voice activation, it’s working on 
monitoring your vital signs,” Mc¬ 
Mullan said. “And there are dif¬ 
ferent medical institutions that 
obviously want that.” 

“It’s going to tell my ... doc¬ 
tor’s office I have an issue,” he 
added. 

Proponents of medical mi¬ 
crochips point out that the de¬ 
vices could contain someone’s 
entire medical history. If a pa¬ 
tient was unconscious or suf¬ 
fered from memory loss, for ex¬ 
ample, those records could prove 
invaluable for emergency room 
doctors who might be unfamil¬ 
iar with the person’s prescribed 
medications or history of illness. 

Critics say the practice raises 
serious privacy concerns, espe¬ 
cially when considering who 
would be responsible for the 
mountains of personal data that 
microchips are capable of produc¬ 
ing about an individual’s move¬ 
ment, behaviors and health. 

Westby told CNBC that 92 
out of 196 of the company’s em¬ 
ployees have accepted chips and 
only one person has had the rice¬ 
sized device removed. 

“What we’ve really done is 
made it acceptable, or brought it 
to the forefront where people are 
now talking about it and looking 
at the benefits it can do for a per¬ 
son,” he noted. 

As The Washington Post’s 
Danielle Paquette noted last 
year, microchips aren’t exactly 
new and have been used to tag 
“pets and livestock” and track 
deliveries. 

But microchips have been 
even more widely discussed 
since Three Square Market be¬ 
gan placing radio-frequency 
identification tags — which 
cost about $300 — between 
employees’ index fingers and 
thumbs. 

Noelle Chesley, 49, associate 
professor of sociology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin-Milwaukee, 
told USA Today that he believes 
microchipped humans are an 
inevitability, but not for several 
decades. Some experts believe it 
will take that long for the stigma 
associated with the practice to 
wear off. 

“It will happen to everybody,” 
Chesley told the paper. “But not 
this year, and not in 2018. Maybe 
not my generation, but certainly 
that of my kids.”

Advocates are pushing to dispel 
false lifestyle myths and habits

LOS ANGELES » Michclle Janikian, who writes 
about marijuana for publications like Herb, 
Playboy and Rolling Stone, says after she tells 
someone what she does for a living, she usu¬ 
ally spends the rest of the conversation “try¬ 
ing to act so friendly and mainstream” so they 
don’t think she’s stoned. 

Adam Salcido relates that after he went to 
work a couple of years ago for a Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia company that helps organize weed-in¬ 
fused events like Hempfest and Cannabis Cup, 
he had to reassure his family he wouldn’t turn 
into a drug addict. 

Stoner stereotypes die hard. 

But with a multibillion-dollar industry be¬ 
ginning to flower — marijuana is now legal in 
some form in 30 states — cannabis advocates 
are pushing to dispel the idea that people who 
toke up still live on the couches in their par¬ 
ents’ basements and spend their waking hours 
eating Cheetos and playing video games. 

MedMen, a flashy, upscale chain of dispen¬ 
saries that brands itself as the Apple store of 
pot shops, recently rolled out a $2 million ad 
campaign that, for lack of a better description, 
might be called the “anti-stoner offensive.” 

Photos of 17 people — including a white- 
haired grandmother, a schoolteacher, a busi¬ 
ness executive, a former pro football player 
and a nurse — are being splashed across bill¬ 
boards, buses and the web by the company 
that has dispensaries in Los Angeles, Las Ve¬ 
gas and New York. Each photo has the word 
“Stoner” crossed out and in its place a descrip¬ 
tion of their job. 

People can find their biographies on the 
website www.forgetstoner.com, where they 
can also learn why they use weed. Reasons 
range from treatment of medical conditions

like migraines and anxiety to simply enjoy¬ 
ing the high. 

“What we’re saying is the very definition 
of a stereotype is defining a person by one 
bad mention,” says Daniel Yi, MedMen’s se¬ 
nior vice president of communications and a 
former Los Angeles Times reporter. “They’re 
also a grandmother. They’re also a father, a 
son, a brother.”

Facebook, Google chase payments market in India 


Credit Suisse estimates 
$1 trillion in digital 
transactions by 2023

A bewildering array of digital 
payment businesses from global 
names like Facebook’s WhatsApp 
to Google are in a slugfest to win 
Indian users. 

Warren Buffett’s Berkshire Ha¬ 
thaway is set to acquire a stake 
in the company behind pay¬ 
ments leader Paytm, people fa¬ 
miliar with the matter said this 
week. Other big-name players are 
expanding in India’s digital pay¬ 
ments market including its banks, 
its postal service, and its richest 


man, Mukesh Ambani. 

India saw a brief spurt in digi¬ 
tal payments two years ago when 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi’s 
government banned most of the 
nation’s existing bank notes, al¬ 
though the spike petered out as 
new bills were printed. But over 
the past year, a string of new apps 
have made payments increasingly 
easy, and the discounts and cash 
bonuses they offer are proving ir¬ 
resistible to young, urban users. 

Credit Suisse estimates that the 
Indian digital payments market 
will touch $1 trillion by 2023 from 
about $200 billion currently. Cash 
still accounts for 70 percent of all 
Indian transactions by value, ac¬ 
cording to Credit Suisse, and 
neighboring China is far more ad¬ 
vanced with a mobile payments

Airports open gaming parlors for travelers

As airport time killers, cock¬ 
tails will never lose their most- 
favored status. But the race for 
novel concessions inside the ter¬ 
minal is becoming more, well, 
playful. Especially when it comes 
to mollifying less-than-happy pas¬ 
sengers. 

Last month, the first U.S. air¬ 
port video game lounges opened 
with three dozen Microsoft XBox 
rigs at Dallas-Fort Worth Interna¬ 
tional, while John F. Kennedy In¬ 
ternational Airport in New York 
is hosting the first virtual-reality 
“experience center” this summer 
for the 70,000 travelers who tra¬ 
verse Terminal 4 each day. 

The goal is a deep desire among 
fiercely competitive airports to of¬ 
fer harried travelers something 
different when the TSA sets them 
free. In a world of endless McDon¬ 
ald’s outlets and magazine racks, 
game lounges may very well stand 
out. For airports, the period when 
a passenger is waiting to board, 
“dwell time” in industry lingo, is 
a prime selling opportunity. 

Beer, burgers and duty free 
are stalwarts of the trade, but a 
chance to market an experience 
to the anxious, weary masses is 
rapidly gaining critical mass. And 
when it comes to video games, 
there are eager players across 
Generation Z, millennials and 
even Generation X. 

“I think people are desperate 
for entertainment-they run to¬ 
ward us,” said Lynn Rosenthal, 
chief executive of PeriscapeVR, 
the startup that designed the “im¬ 
mersive entertainment” virtual 
reality installation at JFK. “You’ve 
got a bunch of stressed-out, bored 
people looking for something to 
do besides eat or drink.” 

The Los Angeles-based com¬ 
pany has fielded more than 300 
calls from interested airports, 
she said. PeriscapeVR charges 
$10 for 10 minutes with a video 
headset and offers discounts for 
longer blocks of time. A full hour 


costs $35. 

At Dallas-Fort Worth, gam¬ 
ers have a refuge in both Termi¬ 
nals B and Terminal E, where 
a Portland, Oregon-based com¬ 
pany called Gameway is offering 
an amenity more common at air¬ 
ports in Asia and Europe. These 
gaming stations include a leather 
chair, 43-inch TV and noise-can¬ 
celling headphones. “We’re always 
looking for ways to surprise our 
customers,” said Cynthia Vega, a 
spokeswoman for the airport. 

Gameway plans to install Sony 
PlayStation machines to comple¬ 
ment the Xbox. Prices range from 
$10.99 for 30 minutes to $44.99 


for an unlimited session; the av¬ 
erage customer spends $19.99 for 
an hour of play, said Jordan Wal- 
bridge, who founded Gameway 
with his wife, Emma.

The Entertainment Software 
Association, an industry trade 
group, claims 60 percent of Amer¬ 
icans play video games daily. With 
those kinds of numbers, setting 
up airport video game lounges 
seems like a no-brainer for fill¬ 
ing airport coffers. As for who is 
playing, FA said the average video 
gamer is 34 (an older millennial) 


and almost evenly split between 
genders. Some 45 percent of U.S. 
gamers are women, with the av¬ 
erage female player being 36, ac¬ 
cording to the trade group. 

“Whenever a plane has any 
kind of delay, we get filled up re¬ 
ally quickly,” Walbridge said. 

Video games aren’t the only 
novel mode of your-plane-is-de- 
layed distraction. In three other 
U.S. airline hubs - Minneapolis, 
Portland, Oregon, and San Fran¬ 
cisco-you can watch short films 
while waiting; Portland even in¬ 
stalled a high-tech cinema. 

“Art is an integral part of the 
passenger experience, to give 


people a sense of place, a sense 
of calm as they’re going through 
kind of an otherwise stressful ex¬ 
perience,” Walter Marchbanks, an 
executive with Portland Interna¬ 
tional Airport, says in a video de¬ 
tailing the project. 

Other airports, including those 
in Indianapolis and Long Beach, 
Calif., are linking physical exer¬ 
cise with phone charging through 
kiosks built by a Flemish com¬ 
pany, WeWatt. They use the ar¬ 
chitecture of a stationary bike to 
generate electricity with the sit¬ 
ter’s pedaling.

One show that presents 
a more modern take on 
marijuana is HBO’s “High 
Maintenance.” It features

But local players have a 
stranglehold on China’s dig¬ 
ital payments space. Modi’s 
administration, meanwhile, 
has welcomed foreign firms 
in order to expand financial 
services across India. 

“This kind of a promising 
market exists nowhere else,” 
said Vivek Belgavi, a Mum¬ 
bai-based partner at consul¬ 
tancy PwC India with an ex¬ 
pertise in financial technol¬ 
ogy 

Still, the Indian pay¬ 
ments market remains a 
chaotic field where the rules 
are hazy on what players 
can offer. And users often 
switch between apps. Ra¬ 
hul Matthan, a Bangalore- 
based lawyer, says he’s used 
every one of the leading pay¬ 
ment apps, although he now 
confines most of his transac¬ 


tions to BHIM, Paytm and 
WhatsApp payments. 

Experts like Vinayak HV, 
Singapore-based senior part¬ 
ner at McKinsey & Co., say 
profitability isn’t close on 
the horizon for the industry. 
While it’s too early to call the 
game, here are a few players 
with a shot at winning: 

Facebook’s WhatsApp 

Began beta-testing its 
payments service on a mil¬ 
lion Indians in February this 
year. 

Pros: WhatsApp is In¬ 
dia’s most popular messag¬ 
ing app, whose quarter of a 
billion users text family and 
friends all day. It doesn’t 
need to put in cash to ac¬ 
quire customers and that’s 
a massive advantage. 

Cons: The service is stuck 
in beta mode, and its coun¬ 
try-wide launch has been im¬ 
peded by regulatory ques¬ 
tions over areas like storage 
of user data. Meanwhile, 
the government has been 
upbraiding WhatsApp for 


not curbing fake videos that 
have gone viral on its mes¬ 
saging service and led to the 
lynching of over two dozen 
Indians. This could further 
delay the full-fledged launch 
of its payments business. 

Google’s Tez 

Google says its payment 
app crossed 50 million app 
downloads a few weeks ago. 
Tez is swiftly adding users 
and sprinted to increase to¬ 
tal number of transactions 
using the country’s Unified 
Payments Interface, or UPI, 
a system that’s linked to over 
a 100 banks and facilitates 
real-time digital transac¬ 
tions. 

Pros: Google’s Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer Sundar Pi- 
chai said Tez is central to 
the company’s India strat¬ 
egy and also key to its 
global payments push. The 
payments app has local¬ 
ized, supporting several In¬ 
dian languages, and is chas¬ 
ing young users with games 
that offer cashbacks. 


Cons: Tez is lagging ri¬ 
val WhatsApp whose strong 
base of users come from its 
messaging service. Google 
has belatedly introduced a 
chat feature on Tez. 

Flipkart’s PhonePe 

PhonePe says it has 133 
million app downloads. 

Pros: When Walmart Inc. 
acquired a majority stake in 
PhonePe’s parent Flipkart 
Online Services Pvt. , the 
payments app also acquired 
a global backer. All signs are 
that PhonePe is already gain¬ 
ing from Walmart’s financial 
heft with a recent infusion of 
about $66 million from Flip¬ 
kart. 

Cons: Flipkart rival Ama¬ 
zon has been steadily pump¬ 
ing capital into its own wal¬ 
let, Amazon Pay, and in¬ 
creasing its user base. 

Paytm 

Backed by China’s Alib¬ 
aba as well as Ant Financial 
Services Co., Paytm is India’s 
largest digital payments com¬ 


pany and says it has 150 mil¬ 
lion app downloads. 

Pros: An early player, it 
got a boost from India’s de¬ 
monetization drive in 2016, 
when a scarcity of cash sent 
millions scurrying toward 
providers like Paytm. The 
company has since built a 
wide network of merchants 
and outlets with a robust 
system of cashbacks and 
discounts to keep users 
locked in. 

Cons: Paytm’s users have 
to go through a multi-step 
enrollment process since it’s 
a licensed payments bank, 
unlike most of its digital 
wallet rivals like Tez and 
PhonePe. The regulator re¬ 
cently barred Paytm tempo¬ 
rarily from enlisting new us¬ 
ers for non-compliance with 
procedures. The company 
said it has responded to the 
regulator’s concerns. 

BHIM 

Has 32 million app down¬ 
loads. Designed by UPI, it’s 
the government’s own play 


in digital payments. The app 
is simple and fast, appealing 
to non-technologically savvy 
users in smaller towns and 
rural India. 

Pros: The government has 
been actively pushing BHIM, 
using Modi’s face to promote 
its brand, setting transaction 
targets for banks and state- 
owned utilities to boost its 
user base. 

Cons: Despite an initial 
popularity burst, it hasn’t 
been able to keep pace 
with rivals whose bottom¬ 
less pockets have kept users 
hooked with sweeteners. 

Next in Line 

An India Post Payments 
Bank, set up by the state- 
owned Department of Posts, 
is starting operations with 
650 branches and thousands 
of trained postmen fanning 
out to farflung corners to 
teach users how to use its 
app. Also, Ambani’s digital 
payments business via his 
Jio mobile service, has the 
potential to jolt rivals. 
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
